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A new edition of “An Army Woman in the Philip- 
pines and the Far East,” by Caroline S. Shunk (Mrs. 
William A. Shunk), has recently been issued by the 
Franklin Hudson Publishing Co., Kansas City, Mo. It 
appears in a new covering of O.D. khaki silk-finished 
cloth. This delightful book, first published in 1916, has 
received most flattering notices from well known critics, 
and has had a large sale not only among Service people 
but also the general public. It is in demand by book 
concerns in the United States, Philippines and Japan. 
It is a little volume of letters written by a colonel’s 
wife and not originally intended for publication, that 
expresses admirably the Army woman’s viewpoint as to 
garrison life in the Philippines and in the Far East. 
That the book has been placed in the history and travel 
classes in many schools and colleges is a fine commenda- 
tion of Mrs. Shunk’s powers of observation and literary 
expression. 

French Technical Words and Phrases: An English- 
French and French-English Dictionary, by 5 [ 
ham (E. Marlborough and Co.: London, England). This 
is a compilation of English and French technical and 
business terms and phrases not usually to be found in 
the ordinary dictionaries. The various professions and 
trades have their own peculiar vocabularies and many 
of these words may be found in the volume. 

Russian Self-Taught, by J. Marshall (E. Marlbor- 
ough and Co.: London, England). The manual is de- 
signed to supply a working knowledge of the Russian 
language. English words and sentences with the cor- 
responding words and sentences in Russian are given, 
as well as the phonetic pronunciation of the latter. 

Riots and Riot Duty, by Edward S. Farrow (Mili- 
tary-Naval Book Corporation: Asbury Park, N.J.). In 
this work, which is published by the author, the princi- 
ples underlying the organization and tactical work of all 
types of local defense units, the best means of handling 
the crowd and the attack on the mob, as well as the 
employment of the “wedge,” “diagonal” and deployed 
lines by military forces, are described. The rules of 
warfare governing the use of troops in aid of civil au- 
thority are also given. 

F.A.C.O.T.S., by Raymond Watlers, George P. Put- 
nam, John Kirby, Arthur Baer, Homer Dye, jr., For- 
rest B. Myers and others (Field Artillery Central Offi- 
cers’ Training School Association; The Knickerbocker 
Press: New York). ‘This story of the Field Artillery 
Central Officers’ Training School is an interesting one. 
The school trained some twenty thousand men at Camp 
Zachary Taylor, Ky. The genesis of the officers’ train- 
ing school idea is set forth, followed by the recital of 
the organization of the school and the actual beginning 
of the work of the institution which turned out so many 
excellent Artillery officers during the late war. Com- 
mencing on June 13, 1918, with Col. Arthur H. Carter, 
U.S.A., in charge, the school during its entire term fully 
realized the results which the War Department ex- 
pected. The book teMs about the work of the students in 
detail, while there is also much humorous reading con- 
cerning the embryo officers and their doings, both when 
on and off duty. The work is filled with excellent pho- 
tographs and many cartoons. 











Sea Hounds, by Lewis R. Freeman (Dodd, Mead and 
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Co.: New York). Lieutenant Freeman, who was a 
member of the Royal Navy Volunteer Reserve, was at 
the front for more than four years, part of the time as a 
newspaper correspondent and for more than a year and 
a half as the official “writer-up,” as he was termed, of 
the British navy. In the latter capacity he lived on 
battleships, destroyers, “hush” ships, submarines and 
mine sweepers, and was by permission of the Admiralty 
for a time on American destroyers, whose identities are 
purposely hidden under other names. From many a 
British seaman who served in ships that were in the 
battle of Jutland, as 11.M.S. Lion, that made such a gal- 
lant fight: H.M.S. Queen Mary, sunk in that noted battle 
by German shells, and other ships, he obtained stories 
of the fight which give many details that have not been 
made public elsewhere. From men on the American 
destroyers he gathered tales of their hunt for German 
submarines and of the success they had. The stories 
range from experiences in the North Sea to the Adri- 
atic, and are well worth reading. 

Bolshevism: Its Cure, by David Goldstein and Mar- 
tha Moore Avery (Boston School of Political Economy : 
Boston). The danger to the world which socialism and 
its offshoot, Bolshevism, threaten is set forth by the 
authors in a convincing way, a particularly strong in- 
dictment of the latter being made. The frequent efforts 
of socialists to corrupt the U.S. Army and Navy by 
propaganda and other means and their dismal failure to 
accomplish their object are fully described. The work 
is dedicated to the Knights of Columbus in recognition 
of the war work of that organization. 

Raemaecker’s Cartoon History of the War, Vol. 
3, by Louis Raemaeker (The Century Co.: New York). 
This is the third volume of a series of four containing 
the great Belgian cartoonist’s drawings in chronological 
order, and is fully equal to those that have preceded it 
in the bitter pictorial arraignment of Germany and her 
bloodthirsty and cruel rulers and chiefs, military and 
civil. Each cartoon is faced by a page of explanatory 
or supplementary text. 

“I Was There”; With the Yanks on the Western 
Front—1917-1919, by C. Leroy Baldridge, together with 
verses by Hilmar R. Baukhage (G. P. Putnam’s Sons: 
New York). Mr. Baldridge’s collection of cartoons of 
men and scenes in France and Belgium during the World 
War was made “on the spot,” and excellently done. The 
author, an American, volunteered with the French army 
and served one year, driving a truck with the American 
Field Service during the French Chemins-des-Dames at 
tack at Fort Malmaison. In 1918 he enlisted in the 
Infantry of the A.E.F.. and was then transferred to 
the staff of Stars and Stripes, where his drawings and 
cartoons appeared for one year. During this time he 
went to the front with the Army and was in many of 
the principal offensives, as Belleau Wood, Chateau 
Thierry, St. Mihiel, the Argonne and in Belgium both 

during and after the main operations. Subsequently he 
was with the Army of Occupation in the Coblenz area. 
Much of what he saw at these places he has produced 
on paper with the result that an interesting and original 
record is made of the various men, veritable types, of 
the American, English, French, Belgian and German 
armies and of the experiences they underwent. Many of 
them have been seen in Americnn publications, which in 
no way detracts from their interest in the form in which 
they now appear. Mr. Baukhage’s accompanying verses 


are excellent and fitting accompaniments to Mr. Bald- 
ridge’s work.

BRINGING HOME SOLDIERS’ BODIES. 


As announced by Secretary Baker on Oct. 3, it is the 
policy of the War Department to return to the United 
States the bodies of Army dead buried in Italy, Belgium, 
Germany, Great Britain, Luxembourg and North Russia, 
as soon as possible. Steps to this effect are to be un- 
dertaken at once without waiting on the action of the 
French government with respect to the dead in France 
The project, however, is so extensive and presents such 
different phases in the various countries involved that 
it cannot be carried into effect precipitately and with- 
out well perfected arrangements. It is expected that 
the friends of the dead will be comforted by the an- 
nouncement that the movement has been determined 
upon, and that they will be willing to accord such time 
for its completion as may be required to insure accuracy 
and proper care. 

Regardless of whether or not the return of these dead 
has been requested, no bodies will be left in Germany, 
Luxembourg and North Russia. All bodies from North 
Russia will be returned to the United States if they have 
not already been reinterred in France. France has 
been purposely omitted from the operation of this plan 
for the reason that the problem in that country as- 
sumes an international aspect, the determination of 
which is still a matter of diplomatic exchange. Many 
inquiries as to the removal of bodies from France are 
being received by the War Department, to which it is 
necessary to reply that nothing can be done at the pres- 
ent time, and that due announcement will be made when 
it becomes possible to do so. The Director of Purchase 
and Storage is charged with initiating, arranging for, 
and executing all measures to carry the policy outlined 
above into effect and is now engaged in arranging the 
preliminaries of the work. 

The preliminary work of organizing a force of officers 
and men to carry out the bringing home of these soldiers’ 
bodies, is now going forward in the Office of Director, 
Purchase and Storage. Certain arrangements have to 
be made through diplomatic channels, but, as the work 
involves several different countries and includes thou- 
sands of individual cases, its magnitude may be appreci- 
ated. The Director of Purchase and Storage is taking 
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every precaution to carry out this work in the best pos- 
sible manner. Many difficulties arise with every step care of these bodies.

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A Merit Rating Promotion PLAN. 

Major William B. Bamford, New Jersey Militia Re- 
serve, has sent a memorandum to the General Staff, War 
Department, suggesting a method for establishing rank 


and promotion by merit in the Army, intended to offer a 
solution of the question of promotion by seniority or by 
selection. He advocates a fair and just system of rat- 
ings based on merit “beyond the normal line of duty,” to 
establish reiative rank in time of peace. Promotion then 
to be made by seniority as determined by merit. This, 
he adds, would be an entirely different thing from promo- 
tion by seniority as determined solely by length of ser 

vice as at present in effect; it would have all the funda- 
mental merits of promotion by selection with none of its 
serious disadvantages. The purpose of the proposed rat- 
ings is to establish the relative value to the Service of 
officers, based upon their known performances beyond the 
normal line of duty, and to reward such officers by giv- 
ing them relative rank in proportion to their demon- 
strated merit. Relative rank once established would not 
remain permanent for life as at present, but can be 


changed by each officer as soon as he can demonstrate his 
fitness for recognition over his seniors. “Hence relative 
rank and promotion,” he says, “will not remain a stum- 
bling block to the meritorious, who can of course never 
overcome the length of service of a superior, but will 
become, as it should, a reward for merit above and be- 
yond his fellows. If such a system is adopted, then the 
pay of a retired officer should be based on length of ser- 
vice and not upon rank and pay on the active list as at 
present.” The system of rating that Major Bamford 
suggests would establish a base rate of ten points auto- 
matically awarded for each year of service. This would 
be the measure for proportioning other ratings, each ten 
points being equal to advancing a man in relative rank 
one year in point of service. For meritorious service 
beyond normal duty additional points would then be 
awarded, perhaps not to exceed fifty points in any one 
year. For example, for distinguished service equal to 
that required for award of Distinguished Service Cross, 
forty points might be granted; for personal efficiency 
based on yearly reports, ten points; for commendable 
service, equal to that required for Certificate of Merit,

WORK OF ARMY NURSES IN FRANCE 

A report on the work of Army nurses on the west 
ern front from May 8, 1917, to May 31, 1919, has bee: 
rendered to the Surgeon General by Miss Julia C. Stin 
son, who was director of the Army nursing service over 
seas, and is at present acting director of the Arm 
Nurse Corps. 

Of the 21,480 nurses in the Army Nurse Corps, 10,245 
saw overseas service ; 266 died, and three were wounded 
in action. All of the nurses of the A.E.F. were grad 
uate nurses, recruited largely through the Department 
of Nursing Service of the American Red Cross. In 
May, 1917, six detachments of nurses were sent over 
seas and assigned to British hospitals, in response t 
the appeal of the British Mission for medical assist 
ance. Because of the efforts of the enemy to torped 
hospital ships England decided to retain a large portion 
of sick and wounded British in France instead of at- 
tempting to send them across the Channel to England 
The chief nurses of these units were required to take 
over, with usually no more than a few days appren- 
ticeship, the position of matron of a British hospital 
already in operation and from which the British nurs 
ing personnel was withdrawn almost immediately t 
make room for the Americans. That the British appre 
ciated the work of these American nurses is shown by 
the fact that the chief nurses of all the units and the 
first units to go on temporary duty at casualty clear 
ing stations were “mentioned” for “gallant service or 
the western front” by Field Marshal Sir Douglas Hai g 
in December, 1917. 

In speaking of the work of the nurses, Miss Stimson 
says: “From July 18 to Nov. 11, 1918, the amount of 
work done was such that no praise would be great 
enough. It was not at all uncommon for nurses to 
work fourteen to eighteen hours a day for weeks at a 
time, and some hospitals with only seventy or eighty 
nurses cared for patients to the number of 2,100. One 
hospital had 5,000 patients at one time with seventy 
nurses to take care of them. There were many other 
hospitals with equally disproportionate figures. Offi- 
cers, nurses and men worked themselves to the limit of 
physical endurance, and that limit was beyond any 
which might be expected of human beings.” 

When the armistice was signed there were 184,421 
American soldiers occupying hospital beds in 153 base 
hospitals, sixty-six camp hospitals and twelve convales- 
cent hospitals, with about 6,925 nurses short of actual 
needs. It is interesting to note conditions at centers 
where the largest number of patients were grouped 
At Mesves Center the “peak’’ was reached Nov. 16 
with 20,186 patients in ten hospitals cared for by 394 
nurses. At Allerey on Nov. 17, in six hospitals, 360 
nurses had the care of 17,140. Mars on Nov. 16 had 
14,302 patients in six hospitals with 493 nurses to look 
after them. In seven hospitals at Toul on the 28th, 320 
nurses were looking after 10,963 patients. Miss Bessie 
S. Bell, Army Nurse Corps, formerly chief nurse at 
Walter Reed Hospital, Takoma Park, D.C., was the 
first chief nurse of the A.E.F. 

The first group of nurses to return from France 
sailed in January, 1919, from which time their return 
has been gradual, averaging 250 nurses a week for the 
first four months of the year. Referring to the short- 
age of nurses, it is pointed out that this was not due 
to the fact that they were not available, but to lack of 
transportation for them, the need of taking over com- 
bat troops putting all other needs in the background. 
Although nurses literally dropped at the operating ta- 
bles from fatigue, complaints from them were almost 
never heard. 

One of the most interesting chapters of the report is 
that dealing with the living conditions of the nurses 
overseas. They withstood constant rain and penetrat- 
ing damp cold; were crowded together in dormitories, 
and slept in tents without floors or wet canvas for floor 
covering. There were periods when groups of nurses 
had nothing but ration food to eat without fresh vege- 
tables or fresh meat, prepared and served in the most 
primitive manner. There were also times when nurses 
lined up for “chow” with their mess kits the same as 
soldiers. 
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“INBREEDING” AT WEST POINT. 

In an editorial on “Inbreeding at West Point,” the 
Infantry Journal for October says: “As a very natural 
consequence of the carefully fostered hostility towards 
the Regular Army, the United States Military Academy 
is the target of considerable criticism. At such a time 
it is only natural that not only graduates but all loyal 
members of the Regular Army should stand shoulder to 
shoulder in its defense. Such an attitude is both grati- 
fying and commendable, but we must pot allow it to 
blind us to some of the defects of the system in vogue 
in the Academy. Considering the raw material received, 
the Academy turns out the makings of very fair officers 
No one who has the interest of the Service at heart 
should approve or hesitate to adopt any change that 
would tend to turn out better officer material. There 
is one fault that could be and should be corrected. The 
custom of confining the detail as instructors to gradu- 
ates should now begin to know something more than a 
very occasional exception. We are guilty of ipbreeding, 
and its effects are becoming noticeable. Inbreeding at 
West Point is bound ultimately to produce the same re- 
sults in officers as it does in fine cattle. The intraduc- 
tion of some non-graduate officerg of long service and 
known ability would give to the Academy an infusion 
of new blood which could only result in good to the in- 
stitution and to the Service at large. There are many 
officers whose respect for the Academy and ita fine tra- 
ditions make them especially suited to bring the Acad- 
emy a newer and a broader outlook, without in any 
way affecting those traditions and those features whose 
perpetuation is highly desirable for the Seryice at large 
and that iastitution which Lord Kitchener once said was 
the ‘best in the world.’” 
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COMMENTS ON A UNITED AIR SERVICE. 

In the hearings before the sub-committee of the Senate 
Committee on Military Affairs testimony was adduced 
hy Senator New in support of his bill for unification of 
all the air activities of the Government in a Department 
of Aeronautics. It must be remembered that all sides of 
the question of unification have not yet been thoroughly 
investigated; neither has the manner in which the pro- 
posed department would co-ordinate all other and long 
existing departments been mapped out with any de- 
gree of certainty. Until now the question has been dis- 
cussed at the hearings by officers of the Army, by civil- 
ians and by the assistant secretaries of the two depart- 
ments with Mr. Roosevelt of the Navy as strongly op- 
pgsed to the plan as Mr. Crowell of the War Depart- 
t is in favor of it. 

n the course of time it is quite probable that on this 
juestion consideration will be given other departments 
of the Government, such as the Post Office, Geodetic 
Survey, the Agricultural and Treasury Departments, be- 
cause it is more than likely that these governmental de- 
partments would strongly object to having certain of 
their functions wrested from them and placed in a new 
department. Then, too, a report on Senator New’'s bill 
by the Military Affairs Committee would be incomplete 
were it to ignore the report of the board of Army officers 
which considered the subject of a united air service. 
The conclusions of this board heve not been disclosed ; 
but clearly should be made the subject of mature study 
and serious deliberation. 

The development of civil aviation might be immensely 
aided by a new aeronautical department of the Govern- 
ment, lavishly supplied with appropriations, those iu 
favor of the plan hold. It is not so certain, however. 
that this “infant industry’ would not turn in resent- 
ment if Government aid entailed Government “control. 
Control would be quite certain under a Department of 
Aeronautics. Lacking such a department it has been 
suggested that control be vested in the Department of 
Commerce and be applied through a board composed of 
representatives of the non-military departments of the 
government concerned in aviation and to include repre- 
sentation that would insure to the commercial aero- 
nautical interests facility for making themselves heard. 

One development of the controversy which has not 
yet been prominently advanced at the committee hear- 
ings is that the Navy aviators, who are strongly op- 
posed to a united air service, certainly would have 
nothing to gain in pay under the provisions of Senator 
New's bill. In the Navy an_ officer detailed to flying 
duty receives thirty-five per cent. increase in pay; on 
qualifying as naval aviator he receives fifty per cent. 
increase. In the Army an officer detailed to flying duty 
gets twenty-five per cent. increase in pay; on qualifying 
as junior military aviator he receives an increase in 
rank (if a captain or below) and fifty per cent. increase 
in base pay of the permanent grade. After three years 
he may qualify as military aviator, retain his increased 
rank (if held) and receive seventy-five per cent. ad- 
ditional in base pay of permanent rank. In the 
Navy, however, only officers in the grade of com- 
mander and below receive increased pay for flying 
duty, In the Army there is no rank at which the flier 
stops. . The bill expressly provides that the commis- 
tioned personnel of the aviation services of the Army 


and Navy transferred to a Department of Aeronautics 
imay at the discretion of the President be “permanently 
commissioned therein with rank, pay, ratings and allow- 
ances equivalent to those now held and received by 
them.” There is no provision for equalizing the pay of 
Navy fliers with those of the Army, nor for opening the 
door to rank and income corresponding with that of 
Army fliers in the grades of colonel and higher to be 
absorbed in the new department. Tabulated in terms of 
pay, not including allowances, and comparing the Cor 
responding grades of Army and Navy fliers (after fiv 
vears’ service) the figures show some interesting dif 


ferences, as follows:

No aviator has yet reached the rank of major general; 
but there exists the anomaly in the Army Air Service of 
its non-flying chief (a major general) receiving consid 
erably less pay than the flying director (a brigadier 
general) of the aeronautical branch. 

The reason for Navy opposition to a single service. 
however, is not founded on discrepancies in pay which, 
as illustrated above, would be continued in the pro 
visions for transier to the proposed new department as 
written in the New bill should that measure become law. 
The opposition is based on the conviction that aviation 
as a part of naval operations is as distinctly special in 
its relation to power on the sea as is military aviation 
in its relation to the man power of armies operating on 
the land. The majority of the officers in the Army Air 
Service believe that the service constitutes a valid fourth 
arm and their ambitions are almost wholly confined to 
the development of that arm to the standard of the In- 
fautry, Cavalry and Artillery. Well-informed officers. 
too, are alive to the incongruities which have cropped 
up in England with the change of policy to a single air 
service. They instance the British airplane ecarriers— 
“mother ships” accompanying the fleet, carrying large 
complements of officers and enlisted men belonging to 
another service and who cannot be absorbed in duties 
purely naval. The incompatibility of landsmen and sea- 
men is thereby fostered, and in this case union generates 
only friction. What our officers in the Air Services of 
the Army and Navy are striving for is the antithesis of 
such a situation. 

In Washington there exists a profound sentiment for 
a serious and immediate consideration of the air problem 
from the military point of view. This sentiment has 
resulted in the creation of a Joint Army and Navy 
Board empowered to procure absolute co-ordination in 
aviation— a board so constituted as to build upward 
upon the foundation of co-operation between the Army 
and the Navy established during the World War. The 
Joint Army and Navy Board on Aeronautics, which has 
cognizance of the air interests of the two departments, 
is iargely advisory. It has done and is doing good work. 
But what appears to be in demand is a board with 
greater scope and with the authority to harmonize, for 
example, such existing differences as that over the 
lighter-than-air programs of the two Services, to over- 
come costly duplication due to divided authority, and 
thereby encourage and foster the support of the people 
in the greatest possible development of American aero- 
nautics. 

Air Service in the U.S. Navy. 

Recent statements in the hearings of the sub-commit- 
tee of the Senate Committee on Military Affairs by 
Brig. Gen. William Mitchell, Director of Military Aero- 
nautics, U.S.A., relative to the distribution of the du- 
ties of the Navy air forces among several bureaus 
of the Navy Department, statements which were criti- 
cized by Assistant Secretary of the Navy Roosevelt when 
he was heard by the committee on the question of a 
separate air service, have revived interest in the con- 
tention of General Mitchell that the Navy Department 
“stopped having a separate bureau for aviation.” As 
pointed out by Mr. Roosevelt, the Navy Department 
“never had a separate bureau for aviation; it had an 
office of aviation under the Chief of Operations. . 

No change “has been made.” 

The fact is, it is pointed out, the air service is re- 
garded simply as one of the various operating forces of 
the Navy, which might be classified as navigation under 
the surface, on the surface and over the surface. It is 
an important part of the operating forces, but regarded 
as no more specialized than submarines and surface 
ships. Navy opinion holds that flying personnel in the 
future must come from the Navy officer personnel itself 
during peace times. It is also conceded that fiying per- 


sonnel in the event of war would have to be expanded 
from civilian and reserve reservoirs. To maintain, how- 
ever, that air navigation, its devclopment in profaction, 
design and improvement depends upon placing all the 
air activities of the nation under one head is not con- 
ceded. as logical by many Nevy officers, whe maiutaia 


that aviation i+ and always will be simply one of the 
various adjuncts of sea fighting. 
Training of Flying Personnel. 

In the Navy Department there is an oflicer here and 
there who is of the opinion that the greatest aid and 
comfort from his Service given the proponents of a single 
air service comes from the fact that up to the present 
me little of a constructive rature had been evolved by 
the department in the prepa: iion of an adequate flying 
personnel representative of the Regular Navy. This opin- 
ion coincides with that of Regular Army officers of ex- 
perience in aviation who point out that while last May 
the Chief of Staff stated that “the Air Service is a 
fourth arm of equal importance with the other branches 
of the Service,” there has been as yet no indieation that 
the War Department had taken steps to realize on the 
importance of the Air Service, nor to plan for a con- 
stant flow of young Regular oticers who should be 
trained as pilots into the Air Service, either from the 
U.S. Military Academy or from any other 4 rmy school. 
rhese officers, both in the Navy and in the Army. con- 
tend that the appointment of officers from the line te 
aviation duty will retard rather than assist in the mili- 
tary development of aviation, and minimum results are 
only to be expected through such a method. 
beginning at either of the established academics. or at a 
special academy for training in aeronautics. must be 
adopted, they assert, in order to produce the all-around 
military officer who, when in the air, is capable of un-

derstanding movethents on sea or land and of compe- 
tently co-ordinating his duty with the commander of 
such movements. “We are paying much attention to 
ihe education and vocational training of the enlisted 
personnel,” said an Army officer, who added: “There 
is far more reason for training the oflicer personnel and 
¢ducating it in the technical, mechanical and operating 
sdes of aviation.” 
Aviation Instruction at Naval Acadewy, 

Recognition of the desirability of furnishing the ground 
work, at least, of military aviation in the established 
military and naval academies, so frequently expressed 
by Army and Navy officers who discuss the relative im- 
portance of the new services which have come out of 
the World War, has at last been extended by the U.S. 
Naval Academy, however. The suggest'on originated 
with Capt. Thomas T. Craven, direetor of aviation in 
the office of Naval Operations, Navy Department, and 
it has been approved by Rear Admiral A. H. Seules, 
Superintendent of the Naval Academy. In consequence 
it is proposed to incorporate in the courses at the acad- 
emy subjects having to do with aeronautics. In outline 
the plan does not go very deeply into the theory of 
aeronautics, but in certain courses there will be an 
amplification particularly helpful in the mastery of 
aeronautical seienee. For example, in physies and chem-° 
istry and in the study of gases amplification would be 
simple; in mechanics the plan would embrace the prob- 
lem of structure; in navigation, the variations incidental 
to the navigation of aircraft; in gunnery, aerial bomb- 
ing and marksmanship from aircraft. “In addition ii is 
proposed to give the First Class a series of lectures on 
kite balloons, the operation of dirigibles and seaplanes. 

In connection with this plan of amplification of 
courses to incorporate the fundamentals of aeronautics, 
(here is now in process of consolidation a complete ex- 
hibit of aviation material which will be installed at the 
Naval Academy. ‘This exhibit will embrace models of 
heavier-than-air and lighter-than-air aircraft, motors, ia- 
struments covering meteorology and navigation, arma- 
ment, hydrogen, helium and general accessories. Al- 
though the plan means a very modest begiuning in the 
fundamentals of aeronauties, it is confidently believed 
that it will justify itself and warrant expansion as the 
plan is developed. It is reeognized, particularly by the 
line officers of the Navy, that the progress of acronautics 
as applied to sea power must come up through the 
Regular Service and that the navigators of lighter-than- 
air craft and the pilots of heavier-than-air aircraft must 
furnish the nucleus from which expansion is possible in 
time of emergency. Training of navigators and pilots, it 
is believed, can never be incorporated with the academic 
work of the midshipman, but will come after graduation 
and experience and seasoning at sea through instructin 
at the abundantly well equipped Navy air station ai 
Pensacola, Fla. Officers view with approval the out- 
line for amplifying the courses at the Naval Academy to 
embrace aeronautics, and are practically a unit ia eon- 
viction that Navy air service is distinctly a naval 
problem. 
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Army BeLow AUTHORIZED SrRENGTH FoR Fiscal Year 


The estimated strength of the Army Oct. 21 was 
274,787, not including nurses and Army. field clerks, Of 
this number, 21,445 were in Europe, 9,967 en route to 
or from Europe, and 209,227 in the United States. The 
total enlisted strength was 250,964 which is 27,000, or 
ten per cent. below the number permitted under the ap- 
propriation for an average of 325,000 during the year. 
A forecast of enlistments for the remainder of the fiscal 
year gives 275,000 as the maximum number possible. 
This is computed on the basis of enlistments sines Feb. 
28. Unless the present rate is greatly increas#l, the 
average enlisted strength for the remainder of the year 
cannot exceed 230,000, or eighty-three per cent. of that 
authorized. With losses from 


deaths, and expired enlistments, it ig probable that the — 


average will fall considerably below that figure,

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RETIREMENT IN LAST COMMISSIONED GRADE. 

For the relief of the former non-commissioned officers 
a correspondent suggests the following: “That all com 
missioned officers who served in the Regular Army as 
enlisted men for the period from five to ten years prior 
to the war be retired with last commissioned grade at 
one-quarter pay and allowance of that grade; those who 
served from ten to fifteen years with one-third pay and 
allowance; those who served over fifteen years with one- 
half pay and allowance. All so retired to be liable for 
active service in case of war or emergency until sixty 
years of age, if physically fit. In case any desires to 
remain in the Army as a soldier he should be allowed 
to enlist and resume the enlisted grade hele when com- 
missioned.”

ARMY REORGANIZATION HEARINGS. 
SENATE HEARINGS. 
Colonel Riley Favors Universal Service. 

Col. Henry J. Riley, formerly commander of the 149th 
Field Artillery in France and later of the 83d Infantry, 
appeared before the Senate Committee on Military Af- 
fairs on Oct. 28. Asked if he had any proposal to make 
regarding the reorganization of the Army he declared 
that he had noted in the present discussions too much 
attention to details and not enough to the general prin- 
ciples under which an army should be operated. “The 
primary object of an army is to effect efficiency on the 
battlefield,” he said, “and in order to become efficient the 
Army as a whole must realize the importance of the old 
Regular Army ideas of leadership, discipline and duty 
commingled with the National Army idea of government 
hy other means than force.” In regard to universal 
military training Colonel Riley said that he believed 
universal military service, without exception, te be es- 
sential.. He pointed out the distinction between military 
service and military training, and the distinction between 
a citizen and a civilian. “A National Guardsman,” said 
Colonel Riley, “is always a civilian in uniform. <A 
man should stay in the Army long enough to get the 
soldier’s point of view.” He declared that the length of 
service ought to be at least one year, but that he would 
sooner see it cut to six months and let none escape. He 
said that voeational training should be voluntary and 
follow the universal military service. 

In reference to promotion by selection, Colonel Riley 
declared that the one great trouble with the Regular 
Army is its method of promoting by seniority. “It re- 
moves incentive from the young officers graduated from 
the U.S. Military Academy,” he said, “and there is a 
tendency because of this lack of incentive to go stale in 
the Army.” Senator New asked if there could not be a 
certain percentage promoted by selection and a_ per- 
centage promoted by seniority. Colonel Riley replied 
that that could be effected by not promoting an officer 
until he had served a certain time in his grade. In that 
way the very best men would eventually reach the higher 
grades. Colonel Riley proposed that candidates for the 
U.S. Military Academy be required to serve six months 
in the ranks before being commissioned. “In this way,” 
he said, “it would be assured that all are men of special 
aptitude for the Service, and it would improve the 
morale of the whole Army for it would impress upon the 
privates the fact that each officer had himself served in 
the ranks.” He denied that there was danger that 
America would become “Prussianized” by universal mili- 
tary service. He said that it would be necessary first 
to change the spirit of America. 

Colonel Riley suggested that the creation of a war- 
rant officer grade would be a great incentive for men to 
stay in the Regular Army. He prophesied that the Army 
could be easily filled by recruits from the universal ser- 
vice army. Chairman Wadsworth asked what he would 
do with the National Guard. Colonel Riley said that 
the National Guard would form a reserve force whose 
ranks could easily be filled with men who had been 
trained under universal service. In conclusion, he 
stated that it was most important that the General Staff 
system be retained. ‘To my mind,” he said, “it is just 
as important for the Army to have a General Staff as 
it is for a corporation to have a board of directors. The 
fact that the several staffs of the departments absorbed 
the authority of the General Staff was the greatest mis- 
take of the war.” He added that the General Staff of 
the A.E.F. was just functioning properly when the armis- 
tice was signed. The general staff of an army, he said. 
should represent the soldiers just as Congress represeni, 
the people. Officers of the General Staff should be de- 
tailed back and forth from the line to the staff, just as 
in the French army the General Staff officers are officers 
who go back to the line frequently.

ARMY PAY HEARINGS. 
Senate Committee Takes Up Question. 


The relation of the cost of living and Army pay to 
military efficiency was presented before the Senate Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs in its hearing on the Stiness 
bill to increase the pay of the Service by Col. Edward L. 
Munson of the War Plans Division, General Staff, and 
Col. R. C. Richardson, jr., of the General Staff College, 
oa Oct. 27. The testimony followed the line of that pre- 
sented before the House Committee, as reported in our 
issue of Oct. 25, page 242. Colonel Munson pointed out 
t»at an increase in officers’ pay of thirty per cent., as 
provided in the Stiness bill, would not cover the increase 
in the cost of food alone, which, since 1914, is thirty- 
eight per cent. He produced the same charts showing the 
increase in each staple article of food since 1914, and 
the rise of seventy-three per cent. in the cost of living. 

Colonel Richardson, taking the pay of a second lieu- 
tenant as an example, stated that it would be necessary 
io imerease the present pay, including commutation, 
etc., $1,841 in order to equal the purchasing power of 
the pay received in 1908. He said the Stiness bill pro- 
vided an increase in a second lieutenant’s pay of $510. 
Senator Chamberlain asked why the Army did not ask 
for an amount to equal the total increase. Colonel Rich- 
ardson replied that the Army thought it only fair that 
it bear some of the burden imposed upon the general 
publie by the exorbitant cost of living. It was brought 
out that in the last two years (1918 and 1919) 169 ea- 
dets have resigned from the U.S. Military Academy, 
whereas during’ the preceding ten years only 113 re- 
signed. Colonel Richardson said: “The fact that young 
eadets should renounce a military career at its very 
threshold is cause for serivus concern, especially when 
the barrier seems to be inadequate pay. These are the 
young men who will eventually be the leaders of the 
Army and it is very desirable that this good material be 
retained by the Government.” 

Chairman Wadsworth, inquiring as to the ration 
allowance received by mariied enlisted men, wanted to 
know if some method could not be worked out which 
would change the allowance to meet the fluctuations in 





‘the cost of living. Colonel Richardson did not think it 


good policy to offer extra allowance to married privates, 
but suggested that an additional allowance be granted 
the married “non-coms,” according to the number of 
children. Chairman Wadsworth suggested, in order to 
make the scheme flexible, that the Quartermaster Gen- 
eral could be instructed to inquire into the cost of liy- 
ing every six months and to increase or decrease the 
monetary value of the ration accordingly. This pro- 
posal was approved by the officers present. 

Lieut. J. W. Sherrill, Medical Corps, testified that he 
had been unable to live on his yay alone, and during his 


seventeen months of service bad incurred a deficit of 


$532. He gave in detail his receipts and expenditures 
He had applied for discharge that he might reson 
practice in civilian life, which would pay much better 
Lieut.

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LIGHT ON AMERICAN AIR PROGRAM 


Colonel Gorrel!s Informative Statements 





How the judgment of Gen. John J. Pershing. com- 
mander-in-chief of the A.E.F., relative to the America: 
air program made for victory was emphasized before th 
sub-committee on Aviation of the House Select Commit 
tee on Expenditures in the War Department on Oct. 25 
For the first time since the armistice the facts were 
clearly stated by an officer who had intimate officia 
knowledge of the situation at the front. This officer is 
Col. Edgar S. ‘Gorrell, now attached to the War Pla: 
Division, General Staff, and formerly chief of staff of 
the Air Service, A.E.F., under Col. (then major general } 
Mason M. Patrick, during active operations of G3, Gen- 
eral Headquarters, A.E.F. Previously Colonel Corre!) 
was in charge of the technical section of the Air Servic 
of the Army in France, and was at the beginning of the 
war a member of the Bolling mission appointed to 
choose the type of aircraft and matériel to be built in 
the United States. He also saw service on the British, 
French and Italian fronts. 

Colonel Gorrell told the committee that the air pro 
gram of the United States, judged from the point of 
view of expected accomplishments, was not a failure 
“We did actually fail to accomplish a program as large 
as had been put before the country as our project,” be 
said. “The whole program was a project toward which 
we were working as our ultimate geal. Unfortunately 
the cablegram from M. Ribot, the French premier at 
that time, required the United States to embark upon a 
program entailing 4,500 airplanes with all the personne! 
and equipment to be placed on the front, for the spring 
campaign of 1918. Such a request to the United States 
was ill advised, if not foolish, because the French them 
selyes did not embark on a program of 4,000 airplanes 
until October, 1917, and with all their previous experi- 
ence they fell way short of accomplishment. The French 
had not attained fifty per cent. of their own program at 
the opening of the spring campaign of 1918, and even 
by Nov. 11, 1918, the French air program was a trifle 
over seventy-five per cent. accomplished. The accept 
ance of this program of 4,500 planes on the part of the 
United States was due to our inexperience in handling 
matters of this nature, so the best we could do was t 
aceept the French advice and do all we Gould to meet it 

“The United States air program is often criticised a: 
not having grown to sufficient size by the time of the 
armistice. This committee’s whole investigation is based 
on a false assumption, that is leading up to the conclu 
sion that the United States did not put on the front as 
big an air force as promised. This war was a two-sided 
game in which the enemy was attempting to defeat ou 
object. The big German drive of the spring, 1915. 
foreed the Allies to bring from America the arms that 
could stop the German advance, viz., Infantry, machine 
guns and a certain amount of artillery. This advance 
could not be stopped by airplanes, consequently an em- 
bargo was placed by General Headquarters on the ship 
ment of Air Service personnel from the United States t: 
the A.E.F. This embargo lasted during April, May and 
June, 1918. General Pershing realized that the em 
bargo would delay the air program, and General Head 
quarters also realized that the United States did not 
enter the war for the purpose of building up a big air 
force. We went to war to lick Germany and cons« 
quently we had to bring overseas what we could to stop 
the German advance. As a result our air program at the 
time of the armistice was only about the size contem 
plated for July, 1918. 

American Planes Outnumbered German. 

“Although this left the United States with fewer air 
planes at the time of the armistice than the desired 
program called for, it did not affect in any way th 
success of the American Expeditionary Force, since the 
Allied forces were so organized as to balance each other 
For example, the size of the American air force at St 
Mihiel was 1,481 planes as against an initial enemy 
strength on Sept. 12 of about 213 planes. In the Ar 
gonne the strength of the air force under American con 
trol varied from time to time, as did the air forces unde: 
enemy control. But the air force under American com- 
mand at all times during the Meuse-Argonne offensive 
outnumbered the German air force. In addition our 
commander-in-chief had at his disposal in that sector a 
French aerial division of some forty-two squadrons. 
which could act as a reserve and support the American 
air force as well as the air force of the French fourth 


“in consequence the American Army always had du: 
ing these major operations * uumerical superiority over 
the German air force. We had the ascendancy of th: 
air. This proved the wisdem of General Headquarters 
A.E.F., in having foreseen that such a condition would 
be evolved, that the Army would be provided with a 
sufficient air force under American command. It justi 
fied the decision to bring over those troops—Infantr) 
machine gunners and artillery. They actually did sto 
the German advance and actually did lick Germany, thu 
terminating the war. 

“In war we never have everything we desire and : 
army must be built up out of the best compromise that 
can be obtained. The American compromise—the an 
bargo on Air Service and the rushing of combat troops 
overseas—was a success and it ended the war about 
year earlier than was expected. The decision to sti 
shipping air forces to the A..F. proved very wise.” 

Colonel Gorrell sought to bring out the viewpoint of 
the officers stationed at G3, General Headquarters, and 
to introduce before the committee official documents. The 
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majority members of the committee, however, stated they 
preferred to accept the testimony of the soldier whose 
vision was more limited because of the fact that he was 
vctuafly on the spot. The committee assumed the atti- 
tude that the evidence of officers from headquarters was 
theoretical, gonsequently none of the official documents 
vere made part of the record.

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GENERAL CROWDER ON MILITARY JUSTICE. 
Testifies Before Senate Committee. 

Major Gen. Enoch H. Crowder, Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral of the Army, appeared before a sub-committee of 
the Senate Committee on Military Affairs on Oct. 23 
and 24, Senator Warren presiding, to be heard on the 
bill introduced by Senator Chamberlain providing ‘or 
1 radical revision of the courts-martial system of the 
Army. In opening his hearing, General Crowder empha- 
sized the fact that the controversy which had been aired 
voluminously in the public press reduces itself to the 
question whether the Army shall control in the adminis- 
‘ration of military justice or whether that control should 
be exerted from outside the Army. Respecting the 
charges and criticisms made by former Lieut. Col. Sam- 
uel T. Ansell, who for a time was acting®Judge Advo- 
cate General, and of Senator Chamberlain, General 
Crowder said that there had been a torrntial flow of 
accusations impugning the motives of officers and of the 
War Department until the real issue had been obscured. 
Che matter of excessive sentences under the military 
code was gone into minutely and in reply to charges 
of injustice General Crowder advanced the fact that 
from 1914 to 1919, inclusive, 2,002 men who had been 
confined in disciplinary barracks had re-enlisted in the 
Service, Severe sentences in cases of absence without 
leave in war time, he said, were advisable in order to 
maintain discipline. For example, there were 14,098 
cases of absence without leave reported at Hoboken, the 
port of embarkation, during 1918, and only through the 
example of punishment could this practice be stopped. 

At the session on Oct. 25 General Crowder took up 
specific instances of accusations by Mr. Ansell and an- 
swered them in detail. Mr. Ansell had charged that the 
special committee of the American Bar Association which 
considered the present courts-martial system was 
‘packed.” This charge was met by General Crowder by 
simply filing a copy of a letter on this subject by S. 8. 
Gregory, chairman of the committee, to George T. Page, 
president of the American Bar Association, written on 
Aug. 12, 1919. The letter was read to the Senate com- 
mittee and placed in the record. Judge Gregory wrote: 


LETTER OF CHAIRMAN GREGORY, OF BAR COMMITTEE. 

I duly received copy of letter of Gen. S, T. Ansell to you, 
dated July 17, in which he protests and insists considerably 
as to the investigation made by the Special Committee on Mili- 
tary Justice of the Bar Association, appointed by you, and of 
which I was chairman. So far as the fitness and qualifications 
of the members are concerned, I do not deem it proper to say 
anything. As to the manner in which the Committee dis 
charged its duties, I can only say that so far as my observa- 
tion has extended the committee, made up as it was of busy 
lawyers, did the best that it could to conduct a fair and, so far 
as time admitted, thorough inquiry as to the subject of the 
administration of military justice in the Army. No doubt mew 
who have reached the age of members of the committee have 
their prejudices and preconceived notions, which cannot be altc- 
gether laid aside, but so far as the action of the committee is 
oncerned, I believe that it will be found upon inquiry to be 
fair and impartial in seeking information on this topic. That 
its members do not altogether agree is due probably to the in 
herent diffictilties of thig subject. . 

“I wish to say a few words as to the specific statements made 
by General Ansell, He is a man with a grievance. He feels 
that he has been unjustly treated by the military authorities. 
As to that, the committee has made no investigation, and so far 
as I am concerned, I have no knowledge as to whether this 
is so or not. I do say, however, that it seemed to me to be 
rather inconsistent with efficiency either in the Army or else- 
where to keep a man at the head of an important department 
who was continually railing at everybody in that department 
and denouncing its methods publicly and persistently, and also 
criticising with great severity, and, as it seems to me, some- 
times with marked injustice, his official superiors. General 
Ansell seems to have understood that this committee was consti 
tuted to try the great case of Ansell vs. Crowder; that as plain 
tiff he was entitled to take charge of his side of the case, to 
it—the committee to 





have an issue framed, and to prosecute ! 
act as a court. This was not the understanding of the com 
mittee. We did not propose to have General Ansell take charge 


of our inquiry and run it, but we proposed to run it ourselves, 
in our own way, giving him every opportunity to be heard and 
to have people that he thought should be heard brought before 
the committee, or their views presented, as they saw fit. 


Bar Association Heard Ansell Pirst, 


“General Ansell's first charge is that the committee immedi 
ately got in touch and conferred fully with the Secretary of 
War. Chief of Staff, Judge Advocate General and Acting J.A.G. 
of the Army. Facts in this regard are well known to General 
Ansell, as I personally stated them to him. You never acted in 
this matter at all until you had seen General Ansell and con- 
ferred with him fully. You and I saw General Crowder at 
Washington and had an interview with him, I suppose of two 
hours, before the committee was appointed. I have never seen 
him since, and I have no knowledge that any member of the 
committee has seen him since. I have never seen the Chief of 
Staff, and would not know him if I saw him. Judge Bruce 
and I did confer with the Secretary of War once, and in our 
presence he dictated a letter to Brigadier General Kreger, Act 
ing J.A.G., requesting him to furnish the committee everything 
in the way of attendance of witnesses and records, etc., that 
the committee asked for. Prior to this, the committee on my 
invitation met General Kreger at luncheon. As we were 
anxious to find out what methods obtained in the office of the 
J.A.G.. we had endeavored to get into communication with 
General Crowder, thinking he might be back from Cuba. He 
was not, so we took the matter up with General Kreger. We 
had no power to compel the attendance of witnesses, and the 
War Department could have largely forestalled any adequate 
inquiry, had it seen fit to do so, by preventing the attendance 
of men in the military Service. We were not familiar with 
the organization and personne! of the J.A.G.'s office, and 
naturally sought to get that for the purpose of ascertaining 
what methods did obtain in that office before we proceeded to 
criticise. I think now and still think that this was the proper 
course to take. 

“General Ansell states that it was known in the War Depart 
ment, whether the committee knew it or not, that while the 
committee was sitting in Washington the highest military au 
thority in the department said that they were ordering before the 
committee those who could give it the military view, that is, 
the departmental view, and the committee got little else. This 
is not the fact. In the first place, while General Kreger sug 
gested the names of officers who were connected with the Judge 
Advocate General's Department, and one or two others, so 
that we might get at first hand the knowledge of the usual 
methods employed in that office, beyond this the selection of 
witnesses was made almost entirely by myself, and every’ one 
that we asked fo have appear before us was produced as a wit- 
ness except as in the case of General Edwards, where there 
appeared to be some reason why this was not convenient or 
practicable. The first witness, I think, that appeared was 
4 very excellent and accomplished officer—Col. Beverly A. Read. 
He was Chief of the Division of Military Justice in the J.A.G. 
office, and General Kreger suggested that we should call him. 

“The great point which General Ansell insists on is that there 
should be an appellate tribunal, not subject to military. direc- 
tion, with plenary authority over the action of general courts- 





martial, the judgments of which shali be binding and conclusive 
on the War Department, the President and the rest of man 
kind, and that is the great point about which controversy ‘has 
been raging in the War Department for perhaps over a year 


Colonel Read, being one of those witnesses selected by the au 
thorities, according to General Ansell, to establish that he was 
wrong, declared emphatically in favor of such a court When 
I called his attention to the fact that General Crowder took the 
contrary view, he promptly said, ‘I dissent,’ and said he had 
never seen General Crowder's letter until that time, when I 
think I showed it to him. This all appears in the evidence 
[ may add that nearly all the witnesses who spoke on the 
subject recognized that excessive sentences had been imposed 
Major Sanner referred to them as terrific. Colonel Read said 


they were, some of them, grotesque—that this was not the way 
to enforce discipline; and numerous other witnesses and officers 
now in the Service expressed the same opinion. So the state 
ment that these men supported the existing system—referring to 
the witnesses whom we summoned in Washington—is absolutely 
unfounded, and if, as General Ansell says, he has read the 
record, this statement is a gross impeachment either of his 
candor or his intelligence. 


Analyses Courts-Martial Statistics 

“Another absolutely unfounded statement made by General 
Ansell is that if one could have believed the witnesses appearing 
before the committee, courts-martial were all but unknown in 
our Army. It appears by the testimony of Major Rigby before 
the committee that prior. to the war, for a certain period of 
years, we had in the Regular Army an average of 4,600 gen 
eral courts-martial a year, or one to every thirty men in the 
Army. Not only is this true, but it appears by the statement of 
General Crowder in kis letter of March 10 to the Secretary of 
War, which has been printed and given extensive circulation, 
that in the year ending June, 1917, in our Regular Army of 
127,000 men we had 6,200 trials by general court-martial— 
practically one for every twenty men. Both of these facts are 
referred to in the minority report of the committee, and these 
facts appear in the evidence before the committee. 

“I may say in addition that very many witnesses, including 
I think, General Wood, deprecated the unnecessarily large num- 
ber of court-martial trials in the Army. That the number was 
excessive and ridiculous, I think was perfectly apparent from 
the testimony, and I must leave General Ansell to explain what 
he means by the impudent statement that if one could have 
believed the witnesses appearing before the committee, such 
were all but unknown in our Army. It is a statement inspired 
by iggorance or mendacity, and absolutely without foundation. 

“General Ansell complains thaé the bill that he has drawn 
amending the Articles of War was subjected to prejudiced and 
uncomprehending criticism, and a hostile and uninformed analy 
sis by Colonel West of the J.A.G.'s office. He also states posi- 
tively that the committee had it subjected te such analysis in 
thay office. The latter statement is absolutely untrue. Colonel 
West was summoned before the committee at Chicago. He had 
made quite a careful study of this bill, and he gave the com 
mittee the benefit of his criticisms. I did not agree with all of 
them, and do not now. I do not undertake to express any 
opinion of this bill as a whole, but I do say that in many re 
spects the criticisms of Colonel West seem to have some consid 
erable foundation. ° 

“General Ansell says that many high ranking officers in the 
Regular Army appeared before the committee, and that on in- 
quiry of several he finds that their appearance was regarded by 
the department as a military duty, and that appearing on duty 
in accordance with direction of the department they received 
their pay and traveling allowances; that the committee did not 
‘sk the department, so far as he is advised, to direct any officer 
of the Army whose name was cited by him to appear before it, 
and consequently any officer or other person whom he desired 
called in opposition to the system could appear only by taking 
leave, if entitled, and at his own expense.” 

Judge Gregory then gives a detailed statement of the 
committee's efforts not only to give Mr. Ansell a hear- 
ing before the committee, but also all those mentioned by 
hime in a list furnished to the committee of these whom 
he would like to have give testimony. The record shows 
that although all the members of the committee visited 
Mr. Ansell in the Judge Advocate General's office on 
the morning of April 17 and invited him to appear be- 
fore them, he did not do so until the afternoon of April 
21. Three days were devoted to hearing Mr. Ansell; 
“something more, I think,” Judge Gregory writes, “than 
a third of the time that the committee was in Wash- 
ington.” He denies Mr. Ansell’s statement that the com- 
mittee was about to close its hearings since it continued 
them until six o’clock on April 26. The committee did 
not get the list of names requested from Mr. Ansell un- 
til April 24, ome week after they had been asked for, 
and of all those living in the vicinity of Washington— 
to whom Judge Gregory telegraphed an invitation to 
appear before the committee—only one did so, Lieut. 
J. B. W. Gardner. Statements received from civilians 
in writing were filed with the committee’s report. In 
addition a letter was sent to each of the men named by 
Mr. Ansell inviting him to appear before the committee 
and give their views, the letter suggesting that if the 
recipient of the invitation cared to express his views in 
writing the committee would be glad to receive them. 
None of the persons named appeared before the commit- 
tee in Chicago although some submitted their views in 
writing. Judge Gregory thought that only two of the 
gentlemen Mr. Ansell named were connectéd with the 
Service, Col. Eugene F. Ladd and Lieut. Col. H. H. 
Sargent. But after stating that no response whatever 
was made by any of the officers addressed care of the 
War Department or The Adjutant General he corrects 
himself in a postscript by stating: “I find I am in error 
as to Colonel Sargent. He did reply but said never hav- 
ing considered the subject he bad no view to impart.” 
Judge Gregory's letter continues ; 


Offered to Have Witnesses Detailed 


“When the committee met in Chicago I personally made 
special efforts to secure and did secure the attendance of a 
number of privates and non-commissioned officers as witnesses 
so as to get, so far as I could, their side of this controversy, I 
suppose these are the witnesses referred to by Genera! Ansell as 
‘those pitiably few, and generally of inferior rank and humbler 
station in life, who expressed opposition to the system.’ I would 
like to say to the General that before an American lawyer sit- 
ting in any kind of a judicial capacity, if he is true to the 
ideals and standards of his profession, the voice of a poor cor- 
poral or humble private is just as audible as that of a major 
general bedizened with all the blazon of rank that a military 
tailor can equip him with. I doubt whether he is enough of a 
lawyer to appreciate how true this is. 

“General Ansell admits that the committee notified him that 
they would hear him at Chicago, if he chose to appear, but says 
that the committee did not request the department to send him 
to Chicago; his appearance, of course, would have had to be on 
his own time and at his own expense, and that he had already 
expended too much of his meager salary in behalf of the ad- 
vancement of the cause of military justice, and it would have 
becn a hardship to go to Chicago at his own expense. I take it 
that anyone reading this statement, and having no other infor 
mation on the subject, would assume that the committee simply 
offered General Ansell the right to be heard. As a matter of 
fact, what occurred was that on April 29, when I wrote the 
gentlemen whom General Ansell had requested that we summon, 
I wrote him a letter, telling him that I was writing to all these 
proposed witnesses, except Lieutenant Gardner, who had ap- 
peared before the committee, and giving him a copy of the let 
IT concluded that letter with this paragraph: 

“*T will also say for your information that it is not impos 
sible that the committee will hold a session in this city on or 
before June 10 next; that if you desire to attend and make 
some further statement on that oecasion I think the committee

would be disposed to allow you about half a day, and if it 
would facilitate your attendance, to ask that the necessary or 
ders detailing you for that purpose be issued by the proper 
authorities.’ 

“T am unable to sce how a self-respecting man, mindful of 


what is due from an officer and a gentleman, can be guilty, in 
view of the plain facts, of making @ statement such as that 


made by Genera! Ansell in regard to this incident. To that 
letter [ never had the common courtesy of a reply. 


Gave Mr, Ansell Every Chance. 

“I wish to say in conclusion that I endeavored to treat Gen- 
eral Ansell with great consideration. I publicly commended his 
efforts to secure reforms in the administration of militar jus- 
tice, and spoke highly of what he had done in that regard. He 
at once followed that up by a most impudent and insdlent pub- 
lic attack upon the committee of such a character that we would 
have been justified in declining to hear a word from him, but 
out of regard for his somewhat overwrought condition, and as- 
suming his sincerity and earnestness in a good cause, the com- 
mittee ignored all this, although what he said did not go with- 
out rebuke, and listened to him for three days, and then offered 
to give him a further hearing, and to have him directed by the 
War Department to come here, so that he could get his pay 
and allowances, with the result that he has made the statement 
to you to which I bave just referred. I write this, not with 
any purpose of endeavoring to satisfy General Ansell, because 
he has got himself into a state of mind and a state of exag- 
Serated self-appreciation where nothing would satisfy him ex- 
cept complete submission to his ideas, but I do w to have 
you and the Executive Committee understand tha 
Committee endeavored to treat him considerately, 
careful and absolutely impartial in tion upon this 
tant subject, and to report honestly fairly the conclusions 
of the members of the committee as @ result of this investiga- 
tion. So far as I am concerned rsonally, my own recommen- 
dations were so far in advance of Geasea Ansell that he could 
not agree to them, as he stated when he was before the com- 
mittee. Therefore, my withers are unwrung; but I eannot un- 
derstand how an officer and a gentleman, who refers with 
apparent pride to his professional reputation and well-known 
record in the Army, can conduct a controversy in manner 
in which General Ansell has conducted the controversy with 
this committee, which he has himself created, after the most 
liberal and considerate treatment at the hands of this commit 
tee, and after they had ignored conduct of such grossly offensive 
character as was entirely sufficient to forfeit eve: right to con- 
sideration, or even to a hearin might 
otherwise have had. I do not wish to magnify this matter, nor 
to make much out of nothing. The statements of this eminent 
lawyer and mighty warrior do not worry me in the least, but I

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ARMY ORDNANCE ASSOCIATION CONVENTION.

Address by Major Gen. C. C. Williams. 


In his address welcoming the association, Major Gen. 
Cc. C. Williams, U.S.A., Chief of Ordnance, declared that 
the military power of a nation depends not aloné on iis 
man power, but to an even greater extent upon indus- 
trial power. A military program, whatever its scale, 
must be considered not alone in terms of men, but fanda- 
mentally in terms of munitions. He added: “At the 
very bedrock of its military program the nation should 
take an accurate survey of its ordnance reserves and its 
munitions-producing field. It should establish a program 
of production that can be attained b-yond any doubt, 
and on that framework base its man-power program and 
all other phases of its preparedness. I claim no ability 
to predict whether or not there will be another war, but 
so long as we maintain a single battleship or a single 
regiment of troops, we admit the possibility, if not the 
probability, of war. War means mobilizing the Army 
against the armed forces of the enemy and you cannot 
have an Army without Ordnance.” ecause the fune- 
tions of clothing, housing, feeding, the transporting of 
men were constantly being exercised in daily life, the 
nation knows well how to do these things for an Army, 
he pointed out, adding: “But the nation does not natu- 
rally and as a result of its daily life know how to arm 
its manhood, and therein lies the crux of fhe whole situa- 
tion. There are two phases of purely military knowledge 
which have no natural sphere in the peace-time life of 
the nation and, therefore, require artificial stimulation 
to keep them alive and abreast of the times: the knowl- 
edge of the use of arms and the knowledge of the design 
and manufacture of arms.” 

The facilities possessed by the nation for military 
education and training, General Williams said, com- 
posed a tremendous plant for the inculcation of matters 
pertaining to the use of arms and having little or no 
bearing upon the design and manufacture of arms. He 
continued: “In the past, we have allowed ourselves to 
be lulled into a false sense of security by adopting sys- 
tems of military training which totally neglect the train- 
ing of that technical personnel necessary to supervise 
the yast industrial army required for the production of 
munitions of war. At the beginning of this war, a mere 
handful of Regular Army officers—ninety-seven in num- 
ber—alone of all the million in our land had taken suf- 
ficient interest in this important subject to study it 
enough to sense even vaguely its tremendous scope and 
importance. A considerable part of their energies was 
used in trying to convince the , ple of the United 
States, the Congress, even the officers of the Regular 
Army not immediately engaged upon Ordnance work, 
that the Ordnance problem was of paramount impor- 
I want you to bear in mind that of all the vari- 





tance. , 
ous elements of our population, the Regular Army plays 
the least effective part in starting wars. The o rs 


and men of the Army and Navy alone of all adult males 
otherwise eligible to vote, cannot vote either directly or 
indirectly through their representatives, for the declara- 
tion of war, sor can they influence national policies 
which tend to aggravate or to obviate recourse to arms 
in order to sustain the nation’s contentions, What the 
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Regular Army can do, and has done, is t») hold as a 
sacred trust that military knowledge to which the na- 
tion has had recourse in the past for its own preserva 
tion, to maintain immediately available knowledge of 
how to stop war, to stop it by winning it. 

“This gathering together of responsible men of affairs 
in the nation’s industry is significant to me as indicat 
ing that in the future there is to be a joint trusteeship 
of the Ordnance problem. The part of those who re- 
main in the Government service is to keep alive know! 
edge of the scientific engineering and industrial processes 
incident to the manufacture of weapons of war, and the 
part of those not now in Government service is pri 
marily to establish the fact beyond any peradventure of 
a doubt that the Ordnance problem is indeed a problem 
a problem that in the recent war engrossed the attention 
of every phase of scientific research, every application 
of modern engiiecring, and every known industrial 
process, that aside from the scope of its ramifications, 
its mere size will of itself demand the best brains and 
energy that America can give to it. I take it to be 
your mission as an associat‘on that, having been through 
the mill yourselves, you can say, of your own knowledge, 
that military preparedne:s must be based upon prior in 
dustrial preparedness, tat consideration of ways and 
meavs to solve the Ordnance problem must have abso 
jute priority over all other phases of preparedness, that 
American industry, upon whom falls the burden of sup 
plying the materials of war, demands its opportunity to 
prepare itself for its war task, not only on equal terms 
with, but even in advance of, measures concerned with 
the purely man-power features of preparedness.” 

An incident that signalized the vital relations between 
the Ordnance Department and American industry dur 
ing the war was the presentation of Distinguished Ser 
vice Medals to Ordnance district chiefs. The awards 
were to those who had been able to continue their war 
tasks into the peace period and accomplish the settle- 
ment of the claims in their areas. They are: George J. 
Roberts, New York district; John C. Jones, Philadel- 
phia; B. A. Franklin, Bridgeport; Ralph M. Dravo, 
Pittsburgh; C. L. Harrison, Cincinnati; Fred J. Robin- 
son, Detroit; E. A. Russell, Chicago; M. FE. Singleton, 
St. Louis. The medals were presented by Assistant Sec 
retary of War Benedict Crowell. 

The U.S. -Army officers who. had charge of the two 
days’ demonstrations under the direction of the com- 
mapding officer at Aberdeen, Col. H. M. Schull, were: 
Lieut. Cols C. H. Bandholtz, T. J. Hayes and J. A. 
Brooks, Major H. If. Bowlin, Capts. J. B. Thompson, 
J. C. Hoskins and R. 8. Hoar. The demonstrations of 
Ordnance during the two days included everything ov 
the ground, the air bomb dropping being abandoned be- 
eause of unfavorable weather conditions. One of the 
amusing incidents was a tug-of-war between a German 
tractor and an American tank of the Renault type. The 
little American machine pulled the nride of the Kaiser's 
army about with ease. There was considerable in- 
formal discussion of the bills for the reorganization of 
the Army now before Congress. “We will undo all the 
good work achieved during the war,’ said Major John 
H. Van Deventer, of New York, secretary of the asso- 
ciation, “if the corps is not developed as a corps of 
specialists and the Ordnance Department maintained as 
a laboratory that will be of real practical value toe the 
industrial establishments should there arise a new emer- 
gency. It took us eighteen months to bring about any- 
thing like efficient production and we cannot afford to 
mark time when the next emergency comes. We want 
te be able to turn on the key in two days and set the 
whole industrial machinery behind the Ordnance Depart- 
ment in motion.” 

It was tentatively dec'ded to hold the next meeting of 
the association at Rock Island Arse-al, and it is planned 
to shift the meetings about the country so that the mem- 
bers can keep in touch with the work at the various 
Government arsenals. 
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A VIEW OF THE NATIONAL GUARD. 


Te vue Borror or THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

Perhaps the best reply to attacks on the Regular 
Army by advocates of a strong National Guard could 
come from ex-officers of the National Guard who are 
new officers in the Regular Army. Why not select. at 
raniom, a group of these offichrs and let them tell a 
Congressional committee what they have seen? 

I have served for over tive vears as an officer and en- 
listed man im the National Guard of one of the states 
that sperds money on the Guard and has an efficieni 
Giuard organization. I knew practically every officer 
in the state service I felt, at times, that the Regular 
service did not maintain the fight attitude toward the 
Tower. Even edeutting the weaknesses of the Guard, I 
still felt that it was a very good military organization. 

It was the few enthusiastic spirits, who made the 
Cinard and they were hampered by the knowledge that 
theme was a Pmt to their training and discipline. The 
iwlividuals, offercrs and men, who composed the com 
panies, aided bw a few ‘higher ups,” held the Guard to 
gtier. Many ecficers were terribly inefficient, because 
i Was necessary (© commission men who had the time 
tad menys necessary to devete to the job of running an 
organization. Good men could not afford to accept com- 
Hhissions in wang cases, because their time must be 
spent in -arning a tiving 

Sumiuing it up, of what did the Guard consist? The 
officers who held permanent state jobs with pay; the en- 
listed nen whe were armory employees, etc.; the officers 
who could afford to give their time to the service, and 
whe, as a rule, were not the most efficient; the officers 
aud non-commissioned officers who might be termed 
“military bugs,” men who lost time and money in being 
wudiers because they liked the game; and, finally, the 
men who had been induced to enlist because of social 
live, baseball, to go to camp, etc. The appeal te the las! 
wis pot an appeal to their military spirits, but to the 
diferent forms of pleasure that were worked hand-in- 
hard with the military game. Every organization had a 
hand of men who held it together and these men were’ 
soldiers in every sense of the word. However, they were 
far in the minority. They were ably assisted by the men 
wh» had state jobs. 

Since leaving the Guard I have been an offiver in the 
Regulars for over two years. I have soldiered under 
oficers who were soldiers—net lawyers, doctors, car- 











penters, ete., dabbling in the military game. While . 


there are many officers in the National Guard whe are 
excellent and while there are many officers in the Regv- 
jar Army who are poor, the average Regular officer with 
two years of experience with troops is far superior to 
the average National Guard officer, regardless of the 
isiter's length of srvvice or rank. This ix a big state- 
ment, bat it is true. 

I have learned more cbheut the military game in six 
months as » Reguler than in five years as a Guardsman. 


I can look back at the work of my old company, and it 
was considered to be a good organization in the Guard, 
or at the work of any of the companies of different regi- 
ments of the Guard that I soldiered with in the field, 
and realize that it was very crude. The National Guard 
is only a semi-military organization and can never be 
anything more. A clerk cannot spend several hours a 
week in the study of medicine.and be classed as a physi 
clan, No more can a civilian den a uniform once a 
week, do his hour or two of drill, and be a soldier. 

This is not a slam at the National Guard. It is 
merely a statement of facts from one who has been a 
private, a non-commissioned officer and an officer in an 
amateur military organization and now sees this same 
organization from the viewpoint of a professional. Ask 
officers of the Guard what they think. Many former 
associates of mine declare that the Guard should not be 
restored. I have yet toe find one who is in favor of 
its restoration. Again 1 say that this is not a slam. It 
is merely an expression by one who is unable to remain 
silent under the abusive attacks launched at the Regular

It will be of interest to the members of the Signal 
Corps Emergency Committee to know that the committee 
has completed its work and has been formally disbandeg. 
This committee was composed of wives of Signal Corps 
and Air Service officers and soldiers, young women of 
the clerical forees, and other women interested in the 
equipment of the enlisted men of these .two branches of 
the Army with knitted garments. 

The officers of the committee were: Mrs. (. MeK. 
Saltzman, chairman; Mrs. Clayton FE. Emig, recording 
secretary; Mrs. Oliver S. Eskridge, treasurer, and after 
her departure Mrs, George M. Sunday, treasurer; Mrs. 
(. Goodloe Edgar, corresponding secretary; Mrs. D. J. 
Carr, in charge of purchase of wool: Mrs. H. M. By)}- 
leshy, in charge of wool, and after her departure Mrs. 
Ek. Lester Jones, in charge of wool; Mrs. Frank J. 
Maxwell, chairman of committee on finance. 

The Signal Corps Emergency Committee was started 
as a branch of the Army iineosince Committee, Decem- 
ber, 1917, but after the first meeting with that com- 
mittee early in January withdrew from the parent com- 
mittee and worked as an independent organization. 

The Signal Corps Emergency Committee has the 
splendid record of having raised~the sum of $4,244.82 
and distributed, including donations, 5,153 knitted gar- 
ments. In response to requests sent by the Signal Corps 
and Air Service commanding officers through the cor- 
responding ‘secretary, Mrs. (. G. Edgar. whose tact and 
co-operation with the Red Cross suas this possible, the 
Red Cross supplied 102,723 knitted garments direct to 
the enlisted men. : s 

The balarve remaining in the treasury when a vote 
was taken to disband the committee in June, 1919, was 
$407.95 (most of which was turned over to the treas- 
urer after the armistice was signed and the troops were 
being demobilized). It was determined by vote to ex- 
pend this balanee on chairs, hammocks and swings for 
the comfort of the convalescent wounded soldiers at the 
Walter Reed Hospital. These articles have been pur- 
chased and installed at the hospital. The wool which 
was left was turned over to the Red Gross. 

The Chairman wishes to express her thanks and ap- 
preciation to all those who so generously gave in work. 
money and effort, and made possible the success of the 
committee.

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THE ARMY BANDS. 


To 1#8® Eprros or THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

Permit me to submit herewith a few words concern- 
ing the Army band, as much bas been intimated re!ative 
to reconstruction of our Army but little has been ssid 
regarding the Army bands. 

‘The question remains to be considered why we cannot 
have real American bands throughout the Army. At 
present Army musicians are grouped in classes and jim- 
ite? as to number for each class. The musicizn can go 
just so far and no further. If he wishes to adrame 
musically he must await retirement, or death of those 
above him, or transfer to other outfits. This keeps an 
Army band at a standstill. Anything that proves a 
detriment to the individual has the some effect upon 
the organization. Why not give the band leader a 
chance to develop the best from his men? Why not give 
the musician the privilege to qualify as second or Set 
class masician and thereby creaic incentive to beco:ne 
better and more efficient? The more first class mysi- 
cions in an Army band the better the hand wo-:id be. 

We should have definite rules regulating the duties 
required of bands; an allotted quota for an ude- 
quate band which demands a personnel of from thirty to 
shirty-five members each, with an additional attachmen: 
ef ten privates er prospeetives to take care of retire 
mente, finx, ete.; to incicde the required non eom- 
wissioned officers and the remainder graded as firer, 
secand and ibird elass musicians, according ta qualif- 
cations, governed by examinations held quarter! or sem/- 
annually, The band leader should be a graduate of the

Government Training Schooi for Band Leaders, o+ 
qualified to pass the required examination for sam:

For the firs 
line of defense for the nation men are urgent neede 
at present. To attract them the Government off tl 

a life of hardship and self-sacrifice on pay w 

men feel that they can better in civil life. Isn't ul 


obviously wrong? Most of the men going ont of 
present-day Navy do so with the conviction that th 
Navy is an extremely poor occupation in which to lear 
a trade or to see the world either. 

Undoubtedly the two winning cards for the Navy t 
play are seeing the world and learning a trade. W! 
then does it not play them honestly and fairly? T! 
following method is suggested. In recruiting the Gov 
ernment should say to the young man: “If you enlist 
the Navy for four years the U.S. Government guara: 
tees to let you see the world.. It guarantees to tea 
you your chaice of any one of ten or fifteen trades,” ; 
list of which would be submitted. “At the expiration of 
your enlistment it guarantees to get you a job in your 
trade or to keep you on the Navy pay rol! until it does 
get you a job.” That would be definite and business 
like and would give the prospective recruit a feeling of 
security, which is demanded by any man who is wert! 
while. This would require the complete reorganizatio: 
of the entire Navy, but it would not be so difficult t 
accomplish, and considering that lack of men has already 
disorganized it, reorganization will be necessary anyhow 

Past experience has shown that we can recruit enoug! 
men to keep the Navy at a strength of about 60,000 
men in ordinary times under our present system. Thess 
men would be used as a nucleus for each ship of the 
active fleet. Cruisers, gunboats, and the like. on specia! 
service would be manned entirely by these regular pro 
fessional sailors, who, taken all together, would con- 
stitute thirty per cent. of the establishment. ‘The other 
seventy per cent. of the Navy would be vocationa! train 
ing men. They would be employed as follows: For 
seven months of the year for purely naval duties afloat 
for four months would attend manual training school: 
on shore at the place where their ship was based; fo 
one month they would be on leave. To carry this int» 
effect the fleet must be organized in accordance with ii 
Each ship would spend one-third of her time at he 
base for repairs, docking, training, vocational training 
men and leave. While the vocational men were being 
trained on shore the thirty per cent. nucleus. or profes 
sional erew, would remain on board ship. ‘The officers 
would be used as found best by experience. but in n 
case would they be used as vocational! training instru: 
tors. This work would be done by a specia! corps of 
highly trained civilian instructors. 

Of course the whole fleet would not be laid up at one 
time but only one-third of it. During the seven months 
the men spent afloat the ship would join the fleet, which 
would divide its year into three parts. The schedul 
would include the same things as at present, except that 
the contract about “seeing the world” would be kept and 
the fleet would cruise at least one of the four-mont! 
periods in foreign countries. The man would be given 
facilities for making trips into the interior, to see some 
thing besides the waterfront of the seaports 

A rather large appropriation would have to be obtaine: 
for building and operating the vocational training schools 
Probably the scheol would be an adjunct of the navy 
vard. A special bureau would be organized in the Nay 
Department Ao keep in touch with employers of labor 
and secure employment for tke men discharged It 
would seem reasonable to suppose that vocationa) train 
ing would have a powerful appeal to young men wh 
have not the means to learn a trade. ‘The Navy woul 
in a very short time, I believe, have more recruits tha: 
it could handle, and they would moreover be of a higher 
stamp than heretofore. 

This scheme will no doubt be considered radical by 
many, and so it is. But is hot the situation a desper 
ate one, and does it not justify, nay demand. a throw 
ing overboard of a system which has seldom been able 
to furnish the required number of recruits at the right 
time beeause the fundamental principle was wrong, and 
which, in the present crisis, is hopelessly inadequate? 

It will be said that the scheme will cost too. muel 
That is not necessarily true. The pay of the thirty per 
cent. of professional sailors would be high. bur the pay 
of the vocational training men would be low in actua 
money, although made up for in expensive training and 
education. In short, the difference in pay would be 
spent on the man for training. Although Congress 
might be hard to convince in obtaining the initia! appzo- 
priation, it is believed that the vocational training idea 
would obtain the money.

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EMERGENCY OFFICERS RETAINED. 
To THE Epiror oF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

It is thought that the following data gleaned from 
several hours of study devoted to the emergency officers’ 
list to be retained in the Service per List No. 1, War 
Dept., Oct. 18, 1919, may be of interest generally. 

Of the 8,812 numbers given on the list, 175 are blank, 
but sheet 75 gives 39 names to be added. Of 8,675 
flicers retained as above there are 1,583 above the grade 
f captain, one being a general officer. The overpower- 
ng majority are majors, divided about as fellows: 
Medicos, Infantry, Ordnance, Engineer, special depart- 

ents, ete., Aviation, Tank, Vets, Signal Corps and 
thers (actual numbers not dug out). It is especially 
soted that only five Cavalry officers were found above 

ie grade of captain. 

The AnMy AND Navy JourNnat of Oct. 4 published 
Cir. 493, W.D.C.S., Par. 2, Table of Authorization by 
(;rades of 18,000 Officers. It is here given with author- 
ized commissioned of the Army, Bulletin No. 30, War 
Dept., 1917, opposite, down to captains:

List No. 1, W.D., Oct. 18, 1919, provides for some 
demotions. This will probably be necessary (or the re- 
verse) as it is believed that there are more than 1,485 
majors on the list as published, It is also hoped that 
the vacant numbers 136 (175 less 39) will be filled by 
captains or at worst only the same per cent. of field 
thicers as were found on List No. 1, viz., about eight. 

It is hoped that the provisions by which all Regular 
officers were to be demoted by Nov. 1 will be adhered to, 
then we may figure hopefully on the 700 vacancies in 
field officers yet to be filled. As the other branches have 
been given their whack, we may suppose that approexi- 
mately 700 promotions will be made in the Infantry, 
Cavalry and Coast Artillery, as the Field Artillery cer- 
tainly should not demand a share on top of ite recent 
specially protected increase. That would give 253 pro- 
motions each to Infantry, Cavalry and Coast Artillery, 
and certainly would help some. 

It might be urged by some that the 700 files in field 
grades be among Infantry, Cavalry, Field and Coast 
Artillery in proportion to their authorized strength of 
officers: Infantry 3,826, Cavalry 1,536, Field Artillery 
986, Coast Artillery 1,418; that would be fair, but after 
over twenty years of Infantry, yours truly is truly glad 
to get even a fifty fifty break on anything desirable. Be- 
sides, it would look bad if they did less than that fn 
view of the fact that while this emergency list all but 
blocks the Infantry, there are only five Cavalry officers 
of field rank for the Cavalry to absorb before going right 
along with its promotions prior to June, 1920. 

Assignment of 233 files in Infantry and Cavalry 
would give majorities to captains all of whom are in 
their twentieth year of service, and does much more for 
Coast Artillery; when it is recalled that most of these 
officers were demoted from lieutenant colonelcies while 
demoting was good, and that cessation of demotion about 
Aug. 15 left nearly all the war-commissioned majors un- 
demoted, it is seen that these ranking captains by cum- 
parison have not only been penalized as to rank and 
command, but find a difference of $60 per month pay 
between captain and major. Furthermore, some are now 
serving under the orders of officers 500 or more files be- 
low them in permanent rank and eight or more less 
years of service. 

There have been only eight lineal promotions of cap- 
tains in Infantry, three in Cavalry, and none in Coast 
Artillery since Dec. 1, 1918. If there are at this date 
— existing in these branches, why are they not 
filled ? 

Is the promotion by selection bill (if passed) to be 
retroactive at the expense of officers now entitled by 
law to the advance in pay and rank? A single list for 
the armed branches of the Service, based upon length of 
service, promotion by seniority with elimination for un- 
fitness and pay based upon the cost of living, would be 
a Godsend to a rapidly discouraged and deteriorating 
Regular Army. God save us from selection!

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REUNION OF 90TH DIVISION ASSOCIATION. 

Resolutions endorsing some form of universal mili- 
tary service and training, not to exceed one year, the 
details to be worked out by the General Staff, were 
adopted by the members of the 90th Division Associa- 
tion at the first annual reunion held at Dallas, Texas, on 
Oct. 11. The resolutions also call for an adequate Regular 
Army to serve as a training corps for the personnel en- 
listed for the period of universal service and to consti- 
tute a nucleus for the organization of an adequate army 
in time of actual emergency. A system of training 
camps for the training of officers, both from civilian 
life and the Regular Army, also is favored in this reso- 
lution. Copies of the resolution will be sent to each 
member of Congress. The association numbers 24,000 
paid up members, about 5,000 of whom were in Dallas 
for the first reunion. A _ brief get-together meeting, 
minus the usual oratorical efforts, was held Saturday 
morning. Col. Charles H. Martin, now on recruiting 
duty in the Northwest, formerly commander of the divi- 
sion, succeeding Major Gen. Henry T. Allen, who or- 
ganized, trained and commanded the division during its 
war activities, was present and made a brief talk. He 
reviewed some of the achievements of the division and 
iid that the commander-in-chief tola him shortly be- 
fore the division left Germany that the 90th was one 
f the best divisions in the A.E.F. He urged the 
civilian soldiers to make “democracy safe for the world 
ust as the world was made safe for democracy.” Reso- 
lutions of sympathy were adopted and extended to Mrs. 
E. M. Leary, widow of Lieut. Col. E. M. Leary, who 

»mmanded the 358th Infantry, and who was killed in 
an airplane accident on the Mexican border recently. 
“An official war photograph showing the 89th Division 
in sharp fighting in the streets of Stenay drew the “ire 
of the association,” writes a correspondent present at 
the reunion “Stenay was taken bythe 90th and the 
claims of the 89th with reference to that city were de- 
nied by the G.H.Q. map, which officially credited the 
Texas-Oklahoma National Army division with having 
taken the city. \ke S. Ashburn, commandant at the 
A. & M. College of Texas, formerly major, commanding 
the 2d Battalion, 358th Infantry, was elected presi- 
dent; E. R. Johns, sergeant major, 359th. Infantry, was 
elected vice president; and A. J. Rhinehart was re- 
elected secretary. . It was announced that the history 


of the 90th Division is in the hands of the printer, but 


that work on the publication is being delayed by stPikes. 
Copies may be secured from Headquarters, 90th Divi- 
sion Association, Dallas, Texas. Cablegrams from a 
number of former members of the division who are in 
Germany were read before the association, Plans for 
next year’s reunion, which will be held in Oklahoma, 
are under way already.” 
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ADMIRAL CooNnTZ, CureEF oF NAvAL OPERATIONS, 

In the Senate on Oct. 24 Mr. Poindexter presented a 
report from the Committee on Naval Affairs favoring 
the nomination of Rear Admiral Robert E. Coontz, 
U.S.N., to be Chief of Naval Operations, with the rank 
of admiral, for the term of four years. Thé report was 
received by unanimous Consent and the nomination, 
which had been made by the President on Sept. 30, was 
confirmed by the Senate on Oct. 24. Admiral Coontz 
arrived in Washington on Oct. 31 to take up his new 
duties. During his thirty-eight years in the Navy 
Admiral Coontz, whose record was noted at length in 
our issue of Sept. 27, has seen service in all parts of 
the world and has in the last few years filled with dis- 
tinction many impotrant details. He was appointed to 
the U.S. Naval Academy from Missouri and hails from 
the town of Hannibal, made famous in the writings of 
Mark Twain. At the Naval Academy he was affection- 
ately nicknamed “The Judge.’ As a young lieutenant 
on duty in the Bureau of Navigation he had charge of 
getting out the awnual Register for publication and the 
issue of that year was actually in the mails on Jan. 2, 
a record for promptness which stands unique. As a lieu- 
tenant commander he was executive of the battleship 
Nebraska, which joined the fleet at San Francisco for 
the voyage around the world. Although newly commis- 
sioned, the Nebraska, due in a great measure to the 
efforts of the then Lieutenant Commander Coontz, soon 
became one of the crack ships of the fleet, making a 
fine record in gunnery and steaming and winning re- 
nown for the athletic prowess of her crew. As gov- 
ernor of Guam he did much to better conditions in the 
island. When the news that he had received orders to 
return to the United States got abroad the people of 
the island addressed a memorial to the President ex- 
pressing their esteem and their appreciation of the ser- 
vices of Centain Coontz. During his next assignment 
as commande. of the battleship Georgia the ship was 
brought from the bottom of the list ta the top—the tro- 
phy ship of the Atlantic Fleet—and he was the recip- 
ient of letters of commendation from the fleet com- 
mander and from the Secretary of the Navy for “the 
highest standing of any of the vessels competing in the 
battleship class.” He was commandant of the Puget 
Sound Navy Yard and Naval District during the war, 
and upon termination of that duty was presented with 
a sword by the employees of the yard, and also with a 
testimonial signed by 7,000 workingmen expressive of 
their regard. At the Puget Sound yard Captain Coontz 
was responsible for the apprehension of many enemy 
plotters and instrumental in rounding up vicious groups. 
One year ago he was assigned to command a division of 
the Atlantic Fleet. During Admiral Benson’s absence 
in Paris, Rear Admiral Coontz was detailed as acting 
Chief of Naval Operations, after which he returned to 
sea service in command of Division No. 6 of the Pacific 
Fleet. One characteristic of Admiral Coontz is his re- 
markable memory and mastery of detail. It is safe to 
say that he can name almost every officer with whom 
he has ever come into contact. Rear Admiral Josiah 
H. McKean, who has been acting Chief of Operations, 
will shortly take command of Division No. 6 of the 
Pacific Fleet relinquished by Admiral Coontz.

The British Rigid Airship R-38, which the U.S. Navy 
Department is now negotiating to purchase, is the larg- 
est airship in the world. Realizing the necessity of a 
flect of airships and knowing that we are far behind 
Great Britain and Germany in lighter-than-air craft, 
Congress appropriated sufficient funds to start the con- 
struction of one rigid in the United States and to pur- 
chase a rigid from Great Britain. Two and a half mill- 
fon dollars were appropriated for the purchase of this 
airship, which is now under construction, and for the 
training of the pilots. Through the hearty co-operation 
of the British Air Ministry with the Navy Department, 
the final arrangements are about to be settled. The R-38 
to outward appearances wil! look like the R-34, which 
made the trip across the Atlantic, but her dimensions, 
horsepower, speed and radius of action will be very 
much greater. The new airship when full of gas will 
have a 2,724,000 cubic feet capacity, fifteen times that 
of the U.S. naval dirigible C-5, that blew to sea and was 
lost last spring at Newfoundland just after a record 
flight up from Cape May and on the eve of an attempt 
to cross the Atlantic. The R-38 is 694 feet in length, 
eighty-six feet in diameter, ninety-three feet six inches 
high, and carries a useful load of forty-five tons. Maxi- 
mum speed is to be sixty knots. The British Air Min- 
istry has offered to train personnel for the R-58, so that 
upon delivery this airship can be taken over immediately 
by an American crew and be flown to the United States;

General Pershing appeared before the joint Senate 
and House Committees on Military Affairs on Oct. 31 


to give his views on the reorganization of the Army. 
The session was -held in the large conference room of 
the House Office Building and there was a large audi- 
ence of newspaper representatives, Army and Navy offli- 
cers and spectators. The session was arranged by Chair- 
man Kahn of the House committee and Senator Wads- 
worth presided. In opening the hearing General Per- 
shing addressed the joint committee briefly, the key- 
note of his talk being that he believed the people of the 
country desired the best Army that could be organized 
and maintained at a high standard of efficiency, and 
that the people were quite willing that in the matter of 
a proper military policy the opinions of those expert 
in military accomplishment should govern the making 
of such a policy. “Universal military training brings 
many benefits, and such benefits should be universally 
extended to all our young men,” he said. The first ses- 
sion, on Friday morning, was given over to hearing Gen- 
eral Pershing’s views and there was little or not inter- 
ruption by questions of the committcemen. We rescrve 
further account of the hearing for another week.

The tusks of a huge elephant or mastodon were 
vrought to Portland, Ore., on Oct. 18, from the Ingram 
Island vieinity, Oregon, following exploration by Col. 
J. M. T. Partello, U.S.A., retired, Capt. W. E. Selbie and 
Profs. George F. Sykes and J. B. Horner. The tusks, 
six feet in length, now repose in the O.A.C. collection. 
They were removed from the Williamette river bank 
about 300 feet below the old Ingram Island crossing, 
fifteen miles above Corvallis, and came from a gravel 
formation. The river has eaten away the bank there and 
finally exposed the tusks, seen just at the water’s edge 
by Colonel Partello when on a river trip. The explorers 
hoped to uncover other portions of the anima! remains, 
but were ill prepared to work in such a place, and could 
do little exeavating. This is the third mastodon remains 
to be discovered within a radius of fifteen miles of Cor- 
vallis. Professors Sykes and Horner say the tusks se- 
cured by Colonel Partello and party are very fine spect- 
mens of the great elephant of the pleistocene period. 

In addressing the House of Representatives at Wash- 
ington on the occasion of his visit to Washington, King 
Albert of Belgium paid a high tribute to the American 
Army saying: “Tbe intervention of the American Army 
was the decisive factor in determining the victory. I 
pay my respectful and sincere homage to the officers, 
the soldiers and sailors who fell in a great cause on the 
battlefields of Europe and in the defense of the seas.

SENATE DISCUSSES AIR SERVICE. 

The Senate and House conferees on the Urgent Defi- 
ciency bill agreed to the omission of the item urged by 
the Senate to provide $15,000,000 for the Army Air Ser- 
vice in addition to the provision of $25,000,000 carried 
in the regular appropriation bill. When the conferees’ 
report was presented to the Senate on Oct. 28 it was 
finally agreed to, but after a lively debate in protest 
against the insistence of the House conferees that the 


item go out, in which the project for an aeronautical 
department was also urged. Senator Wadsworth, who 
opened the discussion, said: 

“The inevitable has happened. The appropriation is 
so small that the Air Service for the next fiscal year 
cannot build any airplanes for the Army. This great 
country, at a time when all other countries are exerting 
themselves to the utmost to advance this new and won- 
derful art of flying, to encourage the commercial use of 
airplanes, to equip their military forces with machines 
of the latest design and the greatest efficiency, the United 
States, and the United States alone, declines to take 
one step toward enabling our people to come even within 
hailing distance of the progress of the art.” 

wee McCormick asked: “Is it not true that the 

War and Navy Departments have no co-ordinate and 
integrate plan for the development of an air service?’ 

Mr. Wadsworth replied: “There is no common plan or 
purpose or project between the Navy and the War De- 
partments of the Government. We have no policy what- 
soever. I think the time must come when Congress will 
resolve to erect a separate department of aeronautics, 
which shall take charge of the encouragement of this 
new art. It is fair to say that the Army has a program 
of its own, which, of course, is strictly military, and the 
Navy has a program of its own, which, of course, is 
strictly naval in character. So far as each goes, I think 
they are fairly good. ‘The activities of both combined 
are not adequate to handle this enormous project, which 
has aspects which are far more important than the 
merely military or naval aspects. The commercial aspect 
is the thing which is going to be important, and already 
is important. Just before the armistice this country 
had finally gotten into the position where it had built 





up a great industry capable of turning out a very large . 


number of planes and a very large number of engines 
every month. With the armistice, the contracts were 
canceled. All those plants have been closed down. 
Nothing has been done by the Government, or by any 
other agency, to see to it that there remains for the time 
being some little remnant of an airplane manufacturing 
industry in the United States. Congress has not ap- 
propriated money in sufficient quantities to keep these 
factories running. What is the result? In the month 
of July, 1919, there were only fourteen airplanes manu- 
factured in the United States. In Great Britain there 
were 2,000. 

“There has been extravagance and waste, but I assert 
that the men who were responsible for that are no longer 
in charge of the aviation program. I think justice 
should be done to the men who are to-day in charge of 
the Air Service of the U.S. Army. I have entire confi- 
dence in the Director of Air Service and his principal 
assistant, General Mitchell. They have not been guilty 
of extravagance so far as our committee can ascertain. 
They have asked the Congress for sums of money which 
will enable them during the next cighteen mouths to 
build 600 planes. We have nothing left now but the 
famous D-H-4 machines, whieh are obsolescent and im- 
perfect.” 

Senator New said: “The War and Navy Departments 
say that there is a method of co-ordination between 
them. I undertake to say that there is worse than no 
method at all. They lack ability to get together and co- 
ordinate their efforts in the proper direction. I agree 
most fully with the necessity for a separate department 
of aeronautics. I presented a bill which has that for 
its purpose, now before the Senate Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs, and I think I am safe in saying it will be 
favorably reported. If we pass that bill it will require 
some time in order to get the machinery of the new de- 
partment going and to get the planes in process of manu- 
facture. The manufacturers are very rapidly going out 
of business. The whole aircraft industry has dwindled 
that less than ten per cent. of its productive capacity 
ix now in existencs The appropriation of $15,000,000 
would have kept alive the remnant of the inilustry: ir 
would have provided that which the Government cannot 


t along without except te its great loss and discredit 
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present our situation is deplorable. When we consid 
the enormous sums which Great Britain is expending 
this line, and which France is expe nding, notwitl nd 
ing their almost bankrupt condition, it is positively crin 
inal that the Government of the United States ld be 
so handicapped at this juncture.” 

Senator Wadsworth went on to give an_ itemized 
statement of the requirements which will absorb all of 
the $25,000,000 heretofore ap prop rriated for the Air Ser 
vice. In the last year, he said, $13,000,000 has been ex 


pended on the salaries of ¢ ivilian employees In the sa 
vage division about $2,000,000 more has been required 
Leases on flying fields cost $350,000, and development « 
lighter than air craft will require $3,000,000. Mainté 
nance of existing equipment, operation of storehouses 
shops and flying fields will absorb the rest of the appr 
priation, leaving nothing with which to build new planes

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A VIEW OF THE NATIONAL GUARD. 


Te tHe Eprror OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL:

It was the few enthusiastic spirits who made the 
Guard and they were hampered by the knowledge that 
there was a limit to ther trainivg and discipline. The 
individuals, officers and men, .who compesed the ceom- 
petuies, aided by a few ‘higher ups,” beld the Guard to- 
gether. Many. officers were terribly inefficient, because 
it was necessary to commission men who had the time 
and mnrcars necessary te devete te the job of running an 
organization. Good men ceuld net afford to accept com- 
missions, in many cases, beeause their time must be 
Spen: in carting a living 

Summing it up, of what did the Guard consist? The 
officers who held permanent state jobs with pay; the en- 
listed men who were armory employees, etc.; the officers 
whe could afford te give their time to the serviee, and 
whe, as 9 rule, were not the most efficient ; the officers 
and non-commissioned 0: rs whe might be termed 
“military bugs,’ men who lost time and mo im being

The Signal Corps) Emergency Committee has the 
splendid record of having raised the sum of $4,244.82 
and distributed, including donations, 5,153 knitted gar- 
ments. In response to requests sent by the Signal Corps 
and Air Service commanding. officers through the cor- 
re. secretary, Mrs. C. G. Edgar, whose tact and 
co-operation with the Red Cross made this possible, the 
Red Cross supplied 102,723 knitted garments direct to 
the enlisted men. 

The balance remaining im the treasury when a vote 
was taken to disband the committee in June, 1919, was 
$407.95 (most. of which was turned over to the treas- 
urer after the armistice was signed and the troops were 
being demobilized). It was determined by vote to. ex- 
pend this balance on chairs, hammocks and swings for 
the eomfert of the convalescent wounded soldiers at the 
Walter Reed Hospital. These articles have been pur- 
chased and installed at the hospital. The weol which 
was left was turned over to the Red Cross.

, and considering that lack of men has already 
j] it, reorganization will be necessary anyhow. 

Past experience has shown that we can recruit enough 
men to keep the Navy at a strength of about 60,000 
men in Ordinary times under our present system. These 
men would be used as a. nucleus for each ship of the 
active fleet. Cruisers, gunboats, and the like, on special 
service would be manned entirely by these regular pro- 
fessional sailors, who, taken all together, would con 
stitute thirty per cent. of the establishment: The other 
seventy per cent. of the Navy would be vocational train- 
ing men. They would be employed as follows: For 
seven months of the year for purely naval duties afloat; 
for four months would attend manual training schools 
on shore at the-place where their ship was based; for 
one month they would be on leave. To carry this into 
effect the fleet must be organized in accordance with it. 
Each ship would spend one-third of hey time at her 
base for repairs, docking, training, vocational training 
men and leave.. While the vocational men were being 
trained on shore the thirty per cent. nucleus, or profes- 
sional crew, would remain on board ship. The officers 
would be used as found best by experience, but ‘in no 
case would they be used as vocational training instrac- 
tors. This work would be done by a special corps of 
highly trained civilian instructors. 

Of course the whole fleet would not be laid up at one 
time but only one-third of it. During the seven months 
the men spent afloat the ship would join the fleet, which 
would divide its year into three parts. ‘The schedule 
would include the same things as at present, except that 
the contract about “seeing the world” would be kept and 
the fleet would cruise et least one of the four-month 
periods in aoreigs countries. The man would be given 
facilities for making trips into the interior, to see some- 
thing besides the waterfront of the seaports. 

A rather large appropriation would have to be obtained 
for building and operating the vocational training schools. 
Probably the school would be an adjunct of the navy 
yard. A special bureau would be organized in the Navy 
Department to keep in touch with employers of labor 
and secure employment for the men discharged. It 
would seem reasonable to suppose that vocational train- 
ing would have a powerful appeal to young men who 
have not the means to learn a trade. The Navy would 
in a very short time, I believe, have more recruits than 
it could handle, and they would moreover be of a higher 
stamp than heretofore. 

This scheme will no doubt be considered radical by 
many, and so it is. But is not the situation a desper- 
ate one, and does it not justify. nay demand, a throw- 
ing overboard of a system which bas seldom been able 
to furnish the required number of recruits at the right 
time because the fundamental principle was wrong, and 
which, in the present crisis, is hopelessly inadequate? 

It will be said that the scheme will cost too much. 
That is not necessarily true. The pay of the thirty per 
cent. of professional sailors would be high, but the pay 
of the vocational training men would be low in actual 
money, although made up for in expensive training and 
education. In short, the difference in pay would be

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EMERGENCY OFFICERS RETAINED. 
To rH Eprrorn or tux ArMy AND Navy JouRNAL: 
It is thought that the following data gleaned from 
_ several hours of study devoted to the emergency officers’ 
list to be retained in the Service per List No. 1, War 
Dept., Oct. 18, 1919, may be of interest generally. 


Of the 8,812 numbers given on the list, 175 are blank, 
but sheet 75 gives 39 names to be added. -Of 8,675 


officers retai as above there are 1,583 above the grade 
of captain, one being a general officer. The ov r- 
ing majori are majors, divided about as follows : 


Medicos, Infantry, Ordnance, Engineer, special depart- 
ments, ete. Aviation, Tank, Vets, Signal Corps and 
others (actual numbers not dug out). It is especially 
noted that only five Cavalry officers were fo above 
the grade of captain.

Table of Authorization by 
Grades of 18,000 Officers. [t is here given with author- 
ized commissioned of the Army, Bulletin No. 30, War 
Dept., 1917, opposite, down to captains:

List No. 1, W.D., Oct. 18, 1919, provides for some 
demotions. This will probably be necessary (or the re- 
verse) as it is believed that there are more than 1,485 
majors on the list as published. It is also hoped that 
the vacant numbers 136 (175 less 39) will be filled by 
captains or at worst only the same per cent. of field 
officers as were found on List No. 1, viz., about eight. 

It is hoped that the provisions by which all Regular 
officers were to be demoted by Nov. 1 will be adhered to, 
then we may figure hopefully on the 700 vacancies in 
field officers yet to be filled. As the other branches have 
been given their whack, we may suppose that approxi- 
mately 700 promotions will be made in the Infantry, 
Cavalry and Coast Artillery, as the Field Artillery cer- 
tainly should not demand a share on top of its recent 
specially protected increase. That would give 253 pro- 
motions each to Infantry, Cavalry and Coast Artillery, 
and certainly would help some. 

It might be urged by some that the 700 files in field 
grades be among Infantry, Cavalry, Field and Coast 
Artillery in proportion to their authorized strength of 
officers: Infantry 3,826, Cavalry 1,536, Field Artillery 
986, Coast Artillery 1,418; that would be fair, but after 
over twenty years of Infantry, yours truly is truly glad 
to get even a fifty fifty break on anything desirable. Be- 
sides, it would look bad if they did less than that tn 
view of the fact that while this emergency list all but 
blocks the Infantry, there are only five Cavalry officers 
of field rank for the Cavalry to absorb notes pons right 
along with its promotions prior to June, 1920, 

Assignment of 233 files in Infantry and Cavalry 
would give majorities to captains all of whom are in 
their twentieth year of service, and does much more for 
Coast Artillery; when it is recalled that most of these 
officers were demoted from lieutenant colonelcies while 
demoting was and that cessation of demotion about 
Aug. 15 left nearly all the war-commissioned ors un- 
demoted, it .is seen that these ranking captains by cum- 
parison have not only been penalized as to rank and 
command, but find a difference of $60 per month pay 
between captain and major. Furthermore, some are now 
serving under the orders of officers 500 or more files be- .

years of service.

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REUNION oF 90TH DrivIsION ASSOCIATION. 
Resolutions endorsing some form of universal mili- 
tary service and training, not to exceed one year, the 
details to be worked out by the General Staff, were 
adopted by the members of the 90th Division Associa- 
tion at the first annual reunion held at Dallas, Texas, on 
Oct. 11. The resolutions also call for an adequate Regular 
Army to serve as a training corps for the personnel en- 
listed for the period of universal service and to consti- 
tute a nucleus for the organization of an adequate army 
in time of actual emergency. A system of training 
camps for the training of officers, both from civilian 
life and the Regular Army, also is favored in this reso- 
lution. Copies of the resolution will be sent to each 
member of Congress. The association numbers 24,000 
paid up members, about 5,000 of whom were in Dallas 
for the first reunion. A brief get-together meeting, 
minus the usual oratorical efforts, was held Saturday 
morning. Col. Charles H. Martin, now on recruiting 
duty in the Northwest, formerly commander of the divi- 
sion, succeeding Major Gen, Henry T. Allen, who or- 
ganized, trained and commanded the division during its 
war activities, was present and made a brief talk. He 
reviewed some of the achievements of the division and 
Said that the commander-in-chief told him shortly be- 
fore the division left Germany that the 90th was one 
of the best divisions in the A.H.F. He urged the 
civilian soldiers to make “democracy safe for the world 
Just as the world was made safe for democracy.” Reso- 
lutions of sympathy were adopted and extended to Mrs. 
E. M. Leary, widow of Lieut. Col. E. M. Leary, who 
commanded the 358th Infantry, and who was killed in 
an airplane accident on the Mexican border recently. 
“An official war photograph showing the 89th Division 
in sharp fighting in. the streets of Stenay drew the ire 
of the association,” writes a correspondent present at 
the reunion. “Stenay was taken by the 90th and. the- 
claims of the 89th with reference to that city were de- 
hied by the G.H.Q. map, which officially credited the. 
‘Texas-Oklahoma National Army division with haying 
taken the city. Eke S._Ashburn, commandant at, the 
A. & M. Gollege of Texas, formerly major, commanding 
the 2d Battalion, 358th Infantry, was elected , presi- 
dent; EB. R. Johns, sergeant major, 35$th. Infantry, »was 
elected vice president; and A. J. Rhinehart was re- 
elected secretary. It was announced that the history 
of the 90th Division is in the hands of the printer, but

Cablegrams from a 
number of former members of the division who are in 
Germany were read before the association. Plans for 
next year’s reunion, which will be held in Oklahoma, 
are under way already.” 
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Apmirnat Coontz, Curer or Nava OPERaTIONs. 

In the Senate on Oct. 24 Mr. Poindexter presented a 
report from the Committee on Naval Affairs favoring 
the nomination of Rear Admiral Robert E. Coontz, 
U.S.N., to be Chief of Naval Operations, with the rank 
of admiral, for the term of four years. The report was 
received by unanimous consent and the nomination, 
which had been made by the President on Sept. 30, was 
confirmed by the Senate on Oct. 24. Admiral Coontz 
arrived in Washington on Oct. 31 to take up his new 
duties. During his thirty-eight years in the Navy 
Admiral Coontz, whose record was noted at length in 
our issue of Sept. 27, has seen service in al! parts of 
the world and has in the last few years filled with dis- 
tinction many impotrant details. He was appointed to 
the U.S. Naval Academy from Missouri and hails from 
the town of Hannibal, made famous in the writings of 
Mark Twain. At the Naval Academy he was affection- 
ately nicknamed “The Judge.”’ As a young lieutenant 
on duty in the Bureau of Navigation he had charge of 
getting out the aunual Register fer publication and the 
issue of that year was actually in the mails on Jan. 2, 
a record for promptness which stands unique. As a lieu- 
tenant commander he was executive of the battleship 
Nebraska, which joined the fleet at San. Francisco for 
the voyage around the world. Although newly commis- 
sioned, the Nebraska, due in a great measure to the 
efforts of the then Lieutenant Commander Coontz, soon 
became one of the crack ships of the fleet, making a 
fine record in gunnery and steaming and winning re- 
nown for the athletic prowess of her crew. As gov- 
ernor of Guam he did much to better conditions in the 
island. When the news that he had received orders to 
return to the United States got abroad the people of 
the island addressed a memorial to the President ex- 
pressing their esteem and their appreciation of the ser- 
vices of Captain Coontz. During his next assignment 
as commander of the battleship Georgia the ship was 
brought from the bottom of the list to the top—the tro- 
phy ship of the Atlantic Fleet—and he was the recip- 
ient of letters of commendation from the fleet com- 
meander and from the Secretary of the Navy for “the 
highest standing of any of the vessels competing in the 
battleship class.” He was commandant of the Puget 
Sound Wavy Yard and Naval District during the war, 
and upon termination of that duty was presented with 
a sword by the employees of the yard, and also with a 
testimonial signed by 7,000 workingmen expressive of 
their regard. At the Puget Sound =~ Captain Coontz 
was responsible for the apprehension of many enemy 
lotters and instrumental in rounding up vicious groups. 
One year ago he was assigned to command a division of 
the Atlantic Fleet. During Admiral Benson’s absence 
in Paris, Rear Admiral Coontz was detailed as acting 
Chief of Naval Operations, after which he returned to 
sea service in command of Division No. 6 of the Pacific 
Fleet. One characteristic of Admiral Coontz is his re- 
markable memory and mastery of detail. It is safe to 
say that he can name almost every officer with whom 
he has ever come into contact. Rear Admiral Josiah 
H. McKean, who has been acting Chief of Operations, 
will shortly take command of Division No. 6 of the 
Pacific Fleet relinquished by Admiral Coontz.

The Secretary of War directs information to the com- 
manding general, Eastern Department, that in order that 
the troops stationed in the vicinity. of Washington, D.

They will keep themselvas provided with 
new or nearly new equipment and uniforms of the latest 
approved designs. ey will be advised by the com- 
manding general, Eastern Department, that after their 
commands have reached the maximum strength author- 
ized, the War Department will consider any requests 
for transfers of commissioned or enlisted personnel to 
and from their commands that will improve their ap- 
pearance. ‘The Secretary of War further directs that 
al! recruit depots and récruiting stations be informed 
that in order that the troops stationed in the vicinity 
of Washington, D.C., may present the best possible ap- 
pearance every effort will be made to enlist selected 
men for the 2d Battalion, 63d Infantry, 3d Cavalry (jess 
machine gun troop and ist and 2d Squadrons), and 2d 
Ba¢talion, 19th Field Artillery. These enlistments will 
be limited to men with previous service with “excellent” 
character throughout their service and who present an 
excellent military bearing and appearance. Very tall, 
very short, obese or very thin men will not be accepted. 
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British Arrsurp For U.S. Navy. 

The British Rigid “Airship R-38, which the U.S. Navy 
Department is now negotiating to purchase, is the larg- 
est airship in the world. Realizing the necessity of a 
fleet of airships and knowing that. we are far behind 
Great Britain .and Germany in lighter-than-air craft, 
Congress appropriated sufficient funds to start the con- 
struction of ohe rigid in the United States and to pur- 
chase a rigid from Great Britain. ‘Two and a half mill- 
ion dollars were appropriated for the purchase of this 
airship, which is now under construction, and for the 
training of the pilots. Through -the hearty co-operation 
of the British Air Ministry with the Navy Department, 
the final arrangements are about to be settled. The R-38 
to outward. appearances will look like the R-34, which 
made the trip across the Atlantic, but her. dimensions, 
horsepower, speed and- radius of action will be very 
much greater.- The new airship when full of gas. will 
have a 2,724,000 cubic feet capacity, fifteen times that 
of the U.S. naval dirigible C-5, that blew to sea and. was 
lost last. spring..at Newfoundland just after a_ record 
flight up from Cape May and on the eve of an attempt 
to cross the Atlantic. The R-38 is 694 feet in length, 
eighty-six feet in- diameter, ninety-three feet six inches 
high, and carries a useful load of forty-five tons. Maxi- 
mum speed-is to be sixty knots. The British Air Min-~ 
istry has offered to train personnel for the R-38, so that 
upon delivery this airship can be taken over immediately 
by an American crew and be flown to the United States;

With 
other members of the mission, he expected to sail for 
New York on the steamer Martha Washington on Nov. 2. 

In recognition of their services to the United States 
during the World War, tke President has conferred the 
Distinguished Service Medal upon Major Gens. Sir. An- 
thony Bowlby and Sir Robert Jones, of the British army 
Medical Service. The presentation was made by Major 
Gen. Merritte W. Ireland, Surgeon General, U.S.A., who 
was delegated fo do so by Secretary of War Baker; and 
took place on Oct. 24 at the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel, New 
York city, where the annual clinical congress of the 
American College of Surgeons was held. he Surgeon 
General read a letter from the Secretary of War ex- 
pressing his regret that the President's illness made it 
impossible for him to present the decoratiofs in person.

ALL-AMERICAN PATHFINDERS’ Tour ENpDs. 

Major Gen. Charles T. Menoher, Director Air Ser- 
vice, U.S.A., bas received from Major Ora M. Baldinger, 
U.S.A., who eommanded the Army’s All-American Path- 
finders’ cross-country flying tour, a report of the trip, 
which ended at Fort Snelling, Minn., recently. The ex- 
pedition was formed of a squadron of airplanes which 
started their flight on Aug. 6 from Bw'stleton, Pa., and 
which included in its visits New Yark, Philadelphia, 
Pittsburgh, Columbus, Milwaukee, '; tianapolis, Chi-

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cities and towns. The object of the tour was chiefly to 
collect aeronautical information concerning aerial routes 
and landing fields, the encouragement of municipali- 
ties in the establishment of landing fields according to 
Government specifications, the inspection of proposed 
landing field sites and the recording of similar data. 
Conferences were held with representatives: of Chambers 
of Commerce, aero clubs and other civic organizations. 
Major Baldinger found that much ignorance was dis- 
played by many of these organizations as to the Gov- 
ernment’s requirements. There was much question on 
their part as to the feasibility ef commercial aeronau- 
tics, but the possibilities in this and other directions 
were convincingly explained. Aerial information of 
much specific value was obtained during the tour.

SENATE DISCUSSES AIR SERVICE. 


The Senate and House conferees on the Urgent Defi- 
ciency bill agreed to the omission of the item urged by 
the Senate to provide $15,000,000 for the Army Air Ser- 
vice in addition to the provision of $25,000,000 carried 
in the regular appropriation bill. When the conferees’ 
report was presented to the Senate on Oct. 28 it was 
finally agreed to, but after a lively debate in protest 
against the insistence of the House conferees that the 


item go out, in which the project for an aeronautical 
department was also urged. Senator Wadsworth, who 
opened the discussion, said: 

“The inevitable has happened. The appropriation is 
So small that the Air Service for the nex® fiscal year 
cannot build any airplanes for the Army. This great 
country, at a time when all other countries are exerting 
themselves to the utmost to advance this new and won- 
derful art of flying, to encourage the commercial use of 
airplanes, to equip their military forces with machines 
of the latest design and the greatest efficiency, the United 
States, and the United States alone, declines to take 
one step toward enabling our people to come even within 
hailing distamce of the progress of the art.” 

Senator McCormick asked: “Is it not true that the 
War and Navy Departments have no co-ordinate and 
integrate plan for the development of an air service?” 

Mr. Wadsworth replied: “There is no common plan or 
purpose or project between the Navy and the War De- 
partments of the Gévernment. We have no policy what- 
soever. I think the time must come when Congress will 
resolve to erect a separate department of aeronautics, 
which shall take charge of the encouragement of this 
new art. It is fair to say that the Army has a program 
of its own, which, of course, is strictly military, and the 
Navy has a program of its own, which, of course, is 
strictly naval in character. So far as each goes, I think 
they are fairly good. The activities of both combined 
are not adequate to handle this enormous project, which 
has aspects which are far more important than the 
merely military or naval aspects. The commercial aspect 
is the thing which is going to be important, and already 
is important. Just before the armistice this country 
had finally gotten into the position where it had built 
up a great industry capable of turning out a very Jarge 
number of planes and a very large number of engines 
every month. With the armistice, the contracts were 
canceled. ~All those plants have been closed down. 
Nothing has been done by the Government, or by any 
other agency, to see to it that there remains for the time 
being some little remnant of an airplane manufacturing 
industry in the United States. Congress has not ap- 
propriated money in sufficient quantities to keep these 
factories running. What is the result? In the month 
of July, 1919, there were only fourteen airplanes manu- 
factured in the United States. In Great Britain there 
were 2,000. 

“There has been extravagance and waste, but I assert 
that the men who were responsible for that are no longer 
in charge of the aviation program. I think justice 
should be done to the men who are to-day in charge of 
the Air Service of the U.S. Army. I have entire confi- 
dence in the Director of Air Service and his principal 
assistant, General Mitchell. They have not been guilty 
of extravagance so far as our committee can ascertain. 
They have asked ‘5e Congress for sums of money which 
will enable them wuring the next eighteen months to 
build 600 planes. We have nothing left now but the 
famous D-H-4 machines, which are obsolescent and im- 
perfect.” x 
* Senator New said: “The War and Navy Departments 
say that there is a method of co-ordination between 
them. I undertake to say that there is worse than no 
method at all. They lack ability to get together and co- 
ordinate their efforts in the proper direction. I agree 
most fully with the necessity for a separate department 
of aeronautics. I presented a bill which has that for 
its purpose, now before the Senate Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs, and I think I am safe in saying it will be 
favorably reported. If we pass that bill it will require 
some time in order to get the machinery of the new de- 
partment going and to get the planes in process of manu- 
facture. The manufacturers are very rapidly going out 
of business. The whole aircraft industry has dwindled 
so that less than ten per cent. of its productive capacity 
is now in existence. The appropriation of $15,000,000 
would have kept alive the remnant of the industry; it 
would have provided that which the Government cannot 
get along without except to its great loss and discredit 
in the event of any emergency. Nobody knows when 
such an emergency may arise or where; if it should 
occur within the next eighteen months, the United States 
is going to be as badly off for airplanes as it was on the 
sixth day of April, 1917.” 

Senator Thomas said: “A fleet of dirigibles could 
create more havec upon the American coast than all the 
battleships of the world combined. We can only resist 
an aerial invasion by dirigibles and other aircraft. 
. . « We do not want trouble with Mexico; but the 
Mexican situation cannot remain as it is forever; and 
in the event that it does become necessary to intervene 
we may find ourselves inferior even to Mexico in our 
aircraft development. Preparedness is a mockery these 
days if it does not include preparedness in the air; and 
it is the one thing, or the principal thing, in which at 
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present our situation is deplorable. When we consider 
the enormous sums which Great Britain is expending in 
this line, and which France is expending, . notwithstand- 
ing their almost bankrupt condition, it is positively crim- 
inal that the Government of the United States should be 
so handicapped at this juncture.” 

Senator Wadsworth went on to give an itemized 
statement of the requirements which. will absorb all of 
the $25,000,000 heretofore appropriated for the Air Ser- 
viee. In the last year, he said, $13,000,000 has been ex- 
pended on the salaries of civilian employees. In the sal- 
vage division about $2,000,000 more has been requircd. 
Leases on flying ficlds cost $350,000, and development of 
lighter than air craft will require $3,000,000. Mainte- 
nance of existing equipment, operation of storehouses, 
shops and flying fieldss will absorb the rest of the appro- 


' priation; leaving nothing with which to build new planes,

Economy Ordered at Flying Fields. * 

Due to the necessity for eeonomy in the use of Air 
Service funds, further restrictions were, on Oct. 17, or-

For these stations five-airplanes 
and ten engines are allowed ioe use of the flying depart- 
ment and all other planes and engines red in re- 
serve and prepared for short-time stoi . Not to exceed

for the purpose of continuing the training qualified 
aviators. Only 100 hours a month is authorized to afford 
reserve military aviators opportunity to engage in flying 
under existing regulations. 

Remarkable Record in Treatment of Airmen. 

Facts as to the remarkable results in the treatment of 
aviators for nervous breakdown or other troubles due 
to crashes or long continued stress are disclosed by the 
Air Service in noting with regret the oo of the hos- 
pital at Cooperstown, N.¥., on Oct. This hospital 
was leased to the Government by the Clark estate for a 
dollar a year and about ninety-eight pér cent. of ‘the 
cases treated there were officers who had returned from 
overseas. Up to Aug. 30 there were 335 cases treated, 
of which 327 were officers who returned to duty cured. 
Of these cases 260 were of a serious nature and ninety- 
seven of them had a fixed conviction that they were 
permanently disabled.

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DEMOBILIZATION RECORD OF 'PHE ARMY. 
7 


In the course of his message to Congress on Oct. 27 
vetoing the Wartime Nationa! Prohibition Kittondeisent 
bill (whieh Congress later repassed) President Wilson 
gave as one of his reasons for the action he had taken, 
that “it has to do with the enforeement of an act which 
Was passed. by reason of the emergencies of the war and 
whose objects have been satisfied in the demob'lization 
ot the Army and Nayy and whose repeal I have already 
sought at the hands of Congress.” ‘The declaration by 
the President that the emergency Army has been demo- 
bilized came two days after Gen. Peyton C. March, Chief 
of Staff, had announced that the strength of the Army 
on Oct. 23 was below that required by existing, law. 
The demobilization record thus established by the U.S. 
Army not only’ far surpasses all our previous operations 
of this kind, ‘but comes a close second to that of the 
French army authorities who, by Oct. 18, had demobil- 
ized 101,000 officers and 4,322,000 men, virtually com- 
pleting that preeess. Our record stands on Oct. 23, 
1919, as 173,562 officers.and 3,237,947 men, or a total 
of 3,411,509, demobilized almost within eleven months 
from the day the armistice was signed between. Ger- 
many and the United States and the Allied Powers. 

Just what this record means may be better under- 
Stogd when it is compared with our demobilization ree- 
ords of past wars. In the Civil War the Volunteer 
Army of the United States reached its highest figure on 
April 30, 1865, on which date its strength was 1,034,064 
_ officers and men, the number of Hegulars at that date 
being computed at 26,898 officers-and men. The muster 
out ef troops began on May 1, 1865, fotlowing the sur- 
render of the Confcderate armies, and lasted till Nov. 1, 
1868, on which date the de:sobilization was practically 
completed with 1,023,021 musteréd out, a few Volun- 
teers being retained in the Service until Dec. 20, 1867. 
.Thus at the present time we have mustered out, in one 
week more than eleven months, approximately three times 
as. many. officers and men as were demobilized after ‘the 
close. of the Ciyil War in seventeen months. In .the 
Spanish-American War the greatest - strength of our 
Army was reached on Aug. 31, 1898, when we had 216,- 
256 officers and men. The muster-out began on Sept. 5, 


1898, and. lasted until June 22, 1899, on which date 
179,397 officers and ‘men had been demobilized. Some 
Volunteer organizations: were held in thé Philippines 
until Nov. 23, 1899. The demobilization of the entire 
Army in the war with Spain consumed more than a 


year, although the present force demobilized in less than 
a year is fifteen times as great. In fact, we demobilized 


more troops in the first month after the armistice was 
signed Jast November than we had under arms at most 
in the Spanish-American War. 

Early in the progress of the demobilization it was 
charged in Congress that the Army had no system ready 


and. that Great Britain was already prepared with a 


demobilization system that our Senators and Represen- 


-tatives declared to be admirable. Yet.we have sur- 
passed Great Britain in demobilizing our Army not 
alone in point of numbers- but also, apparently, tn 
smoothness of operation; for since the armistice was 


signed there haye been several rictous outbreaks in Brit- 
ish demobilization camps that at times took on the air 
of national scandals. Once again the Army is to be 
congratulated .on having accomplished a task that had 
no parallel in the Service with a speed hitherto un- 
known, a task administered with a finely balanced sense 


of justice both to the officers and men and the needs of 
the country. ‘Fhe share the Navy did in this work, in 
manning the troop transports and operating them, is 


another part of the.work of the Regular Services that

Seeretary Daniels issued instructions on Oct. 
with one reservation the resignations on file of “officers 
who were gradvated from the U.S: Naval Academy 
should be aceepted.

NO PROMOTIONS ON 'THE RETIRED LIST. 

If the provisions of Section 33 of the Army Reor- 
ganization bill (S. 2715), relative to promotibn by se- 
lection become law; one of its immediate effects will be 
to preclude promotions on the retired list. “As the Armt¥ 
AND. NAVY JOURNAL pointed out, in our issue of O&t. 25, 
page 228, the National Defense Act provides for’ the 
promotion of retired officers ip to and iméluding the 
grade of colonel by reason of their active service after 
retirement. ‘The provision of the law making this pos- 
sible reads: é 

“That hereafter any retired officer, who has been ‘or 
shall be detailed on active duty, shall receive the rank, 
pay and allowances of the grade, not above that of * col- 


-onel, that he would have attained in due" course of pro- 


motion if he had remained on the active ‘list for a period 

«beyond the. date of his retirement equal to the total 
amount of time during which he“has been detailed on 
active duty sinee his retirement.” 

But since,-inder the premotion by selectién plan pro- 
posed by the Army Réorganization bill, there would be 
no promotion “in die “course,” all rights of retired: offi- 
cers in this respect thereafter would be weteplenely nul- 
lified. 

That the War. Department -and the - General 
have thoroughly considered this ‘matter, from the view- 
point-of promotion »y selection, is plainly to be uwnder- 
stood by the language of the opinion given us by: Mejor 
Gen. Henry Jervey, assistant to the Chief of Staff, di-. 
rector of Operations, who wrote: “This | effect of the 
~bill.was well understood at tke time it was drawn. If 
promotion on the active list is not by seniority, the only, 
way in’ which the promotion of retired officers conld- 


well be provided for would be by’ authorizing promotion: 
om completion of a certain amount of service for éach’ 
Since mere: length of service would no longer 


“grade. 
entitle an active officer to promotion, it would be un- 
reasonable to promote a- retired officer on mere length 
of service: For this reason the”~War Department does 
~net think it best that this section should be amended,” 
We have said that this matter has been considered 
from the viewpoint of selection, but it doés not seem 
to have. been -weighed from that of common justice. 
That prometion by selection is not a just method and 


never -can be made one is the chief conténtion of those. 
opposed to it and in favor of promotion by seniority, 


This promised effect of the bill, as it stands, on promo- 
tion of retired officers is one of the strongest arguments 
we have yet discovered in favor of those officers who 
believe in the seniority plan. For it puts beyond the 
pale of hope of advancement every retired officer who 
goes back to active duty no matter what ‘his duty is, 


how arduous it is, or for how long he is detailed to it. 
As a discouragement to initiative on the part of an offi- 
cer. we know of nothing to equal this provision. 


It now scems certain that unless General Pershing’s 
testimony before the joint session of the Senate and 
on Military Affairs galvanizes the 
Army -Reorganization bill into life it will pass away 
with the current session of Congress. It may then be 
necessary to fall back on the plan presented, by Mi. 
Dent of amending the National Defense Act in the 
light of the knowledge gained by the war to bring our 
Army up to the modern standards. lé this course is 
adopted it .would be a very simple matter, as well as 
one of plain justice, to give to retired officers whe were 
on active duty during the present war the same reward 
as was given to officers who serv] in. the Civil War by 
the act of April 23, 1904. This provision reads: 

“Any officer of the Army. below the .grade of briga- 
dier general: who served with credit as an officer cr. as 
enlisted man in the Regular or Volunteer forces durirg 
the Civil War otherwise than as a cadet, and 
whose name is borne on the official registe? uf the Army, 
and who has heretofore been, or may hereafter be, re- 
tired on account of wounds or disability incident to the 
Service, or on account of age or after forty years’ ser- 
vice, may, in the discretion of the President, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senat®, be placed on 
the retired list of the Army with the rank. and retired 
pay of one grade- higher than that, actually held by. him 
at the time of retirement ;:proyided, that this act shall 
not apply to any officer who received an advance of grade 
sinee the date o fhis retirement or who has been restored 
since -the date of his retirement or.who has been restored 
tu the Army and placed on the retired list. by virtue of 
the. previsions of a special act of Congress.” 

If Section 33 of the Army Reorganization. bill<« be- 
came law it would draw a sharp and yery unjust line 
against -promotien on the retired list .no matter what. 
service such officers performed. We trust. the members 
of the military committees. of the Senate- and Héuse 
will see the: grave injustice of such a,law and wil! elim-

RESIGNATIONS FROM U.S. NAVAL ACADEMY. 
Inclusive of Oct-16, theré have-been 270 resignations 
of midshipmen from the U.S. Naval Academy since Octo- 
‘ ber, 1918,. according -to a table. published in the Con- 
gressional Record at the request of Mr. Butler on Oct. 
= the statistics being furnished, by Secretary of the 
Navy. Daniels and Rear Admiral A. H. Scales, super- 
intendeiit of the Naval Academy. At the Navy~ Depart- 
ment the situation was regarded with considerable con- 
cern and steps were under consideration | to- check . the 
lowering of the morale of the midshipmen remaining in 
the Academy. The dissatisfaction, which* extends from 
the lowest to the highest classes, it was stated. by Rear 
Admiral. Seales, eould not be attributed to hazing or 
“running” of the lewer by the upper classmen.’ The Su- 
perintendent of the Academy therefore directed his in- 
vestigation along other lines, indicated by these facts: 
Five men resigned because their services were needed at 
home; “forty-four because they “disliked” the~ Service ; 
twelve “for physical disability; two because they were 
“dissatisfied” ;. two .to..engage in another profession ; 
sixteen. because they considered themselves: deficient in 
their studies; one because of discontent.

, barred, which have prompted seme midshipmen to’ leave

is in the country at large; and the “release fever” which 
‘sweep the Army and Nayy. with the close of hostilities 
has had. a- marked effect. upen the midshipmen. Ninety- 
_ five resignations came from Fourth Classmen and sev- 
enty- four were required to resign: because of physical 
disability or failure in studies. 
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COMMUNITY CoO- OPERATION FOR U.S _ ARMY. 

Contemplating a radieal departure from. pre-war poli- 
cies of Army training, the Education and Recreation 
Branch of the War Plans Division, General Staff, of 
which Col. R. I. Rees ‘is the director, has established a 
Department of Community Co-operation to operate 
under the Camp Activities Section. Officers of the 
branch aré ambitious that the public aceept the Army as 
a national production center just-as it accepts the post 
office, the railroads, or other«national institutions which 
perform a public’ service. The Army will produce not 
material goods, but symmetrically developed men. From 
the raw material, men who have not had school or home 
training, it will turn out good ‘citizens and good soldiers. 
To effect this, the manner in which -the soldier spends 
his time in communities not under the control of the 
War Department ‘must. be. taken inte consideration. 
This éntails the fostering of a spirit of good will be- 
tween the armed forees and the. various communities, 
thereby bringing about mutual respect and aid. A com- 
munity should grant to seldiers all. forms. of association 
which it would grant to any other citizen, so that the 
Army may be regarded as a part of the community and 
not as a class of men distinctly apart. i 

It is’ desired to make the Army an organization that 
young men will wish to-join not only that they may be- 
come efficient. soldiers, but that they may learn special 
trades and receive a general education. In due time, a 
standard War Department. certificate will be adepted 
throughout the Service which will represent for each 
vocation a definite degree of proficiency meeting the re- 
quirements of civil life as well as of the Army. The 
standards adopted. will be such that a discharged soldier, 


character ‘excellent,” with a War Department -certificate, 


will need, when seeking civil employment, no further 
proof either of character or ef proficiency. 

The Army of the future -will be especially valuable for 
Amerieanizing, young men of foreign blood. Its effec: 
tiveness as sueh an agency has been well demonstrated 
recently in the detachment of 640 men who have en- 
listed since the first of May, representing fourteen dif- 
ferent nationalities, and “who at the time of their en- 
listment could. net spenk a word of English, but can 
now .do .so_readily..-Not,-oply. will aliens in the Army 
learn English, but they. will learn American customs, 
American ideals, and. the fundamentals of democracy.

Further Analysis of Ansell Charges. 

General Crowder appeared before-the sub-committee 
again on Oct. 28, but the session was brief owing to 
the appearance of the King of the Belgians at the Cap- 
itol. General Crowder went into the details of the ac- 
cusations and criticisms of Mr. Ansell and before the 
session closed filed a request with the committee for a 
specific finding as between himself and Mr. Ansell in 
their interpretation of the President's powers over 
courts-martial sentences under amendments to the code 
proposed by the War Department in January, 1918. He 
resented the intimations of Mr. Ansell to the committee 
that these amendments were not proposed in good faith, 
and declared it would be impossible to interpret them 
as authorizing the setting aside of acquittals as well as 
sentences, as Mr. Ansell had asserted. ~ On this ‘point 
particularly he asked a specific finding. 

In Continuing: his testimony on Oct. 29 General Crow- 
der told how the special committee of the American Bar 
Assdciation came” tobe appointed and he stated em- 

tically that his only suggestion to Mr. Page, presi- 
ent of the association, was that as there were six for- 
mer Secretaries of War living, one of. them ld be 
appointed on the special ‘committee. No action was 
taken on this suggestion by ‘Mr. Page’ and General 
Crowder stated he took no further interest_in the per-

Course of General Crowder's Action. 


Describing his personal concern in these cases, Gen- 
eral Crowder stated that he first wrote a note to General 
March in which he asked for an interview, at which 
General March, who had just returned from France, ex- 
pressed the opinion that General Pershing’s recommen- 
dation should be carried out. He then wrote a letter 
expressing his opinion on the question of a review and 
the same day saw the Secretary of War, who was favor- 
able to clemency, and he followed this by writing two 
letters urging a° unity of opinion on a case which was 
likely to overrule General Pershing. The Secretary of 
War stated that he was ready to take the responsibility 
and, said General Crowder, there never was a necessi 
therefore of going to the President, as General Ansell 
stated, to get his attention to these cases. “I want to 
ay,” he added, “that im no controversy which I recall 

as there been so much misrepresentation and misstate- 

ment of facts and the accusation of motives - wholly 
false.” He said that when the cases came up he had 
the records of the soldiers brought to him and found 
they were only about nineteen years old and had been 
in the Service a short time, and that after his exami- 
nation of the records he became convinced that clem- 
ency should be applicd. 

As to the reviewing officer overseas or the court itself 
not supplying a complete record, he aseribed that to 
the exigencies of the battlefield and stated that the 
record was complete in the judgment of the men on the 
ground. He regretted that the cases had not been more 
adequately presented in the reports. He regarded Gen- 
eral Bullard and his judge advocate as competent to 
weigh the sufficiency of guilt. to warraat excéution. 
General Crowder stated that having made his fight with 
the Chief of Steff and gone before the Se:setary of War, 
tis idea was to prevent a divided opiniey and his effort 
was to simplify the President’s problem. having always 
in mind that clemency would prevail. ‘My mind,” he 
declared, “was always of one attitude. but that was 
subordinated to the ultimate view of tit: War Depart- 
ment as to the advisability of disappriting the recom- 
mendation of General Pershing. If it tad been simply 
a question of law I would not have co3sulted with the 
Secretary of War or the Chief of Staff; but this was a 

uestion of clemency, and I went to Sie Secretary of 
War with the purpose of securing a revsirsal.” . 

Answering Senator Warren, Geners| Crowder said: 
“I know of no offense denounced by the punishment of 
death in the Articles of War where the penalty can be 
abrogated.” He repeated that from the first he was 
for clemency, but that it was the duty uf the Judge Ad- 
vocate General to pass only on the I fality of the rec- 
ord. In this, his was an undivided r».ponsibility. Sec- 
ond, it was his duty to seek a conference on a matter 
of co-ordinating activity and in these eases where Gen- 
eral Pershing and General Bullard were of one mind it 
was very important to have an undivided responsibility, 
bat on the other hand he had a responsibility which 
was’ to send to the President a unified recommendation. 


Discusses Chamberlain Hill. : 
« General Crowder discussed .the Ch) mberlain bill by 
presenting .a hypothetical application vf a specific case 
of a colonel charged with disobeying t:ders..to put his 
regiment into action. He presented: smi‘array of awk- 
ward: situations. which might -arise,’. p.-application «of 
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provisions of the bill. He regarded as a ve defect 
the veto power granted a divisionat judge advocate over 
the commander of a —. Tn conclusion he said: 
“Under such law the thing to do would be to abolish 
the office of Judge Advocate General, for under these 
proposals he would merely become a chief clerk.” He 
held that the idea of having a civil court for the adju- 
dication of military appeals would most detrimental 
and that any such legislation would have a serious ef- 
fect on the discipline of the Army. If a permanent 
court of appeals of military men were appointed, he 
said, the Judge Advocate General would have nothing 
to do with military justice; that would depend entirély 
ou this military, court of appeals. This would be an 
experiment that no nation has ever attempted, unless it 
may have been tried in Russia. It would be invading 
the field of untried experiment. He that there 
would always be an appellate- review of law and. the 
facts. Under the Chamberlain bill that provision was 
excluded. “We must not have a limited review,” he 
said. “If Congress shuts out the President and the 
general officers under him from authority, that question 
will most certainly come before the court on a plea of 
unconstitutionality.” 

Senator: Lenroot asked questions whick brought out 
a reference tothe report. on courts-martial by the .so- 
called Kernan board. He said: “If this Kernan re- 
port is correct, then there should be an investigation of 
the autocratic power of the President.”

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COMPTROLLER’S DECISIONS. 
Commutation for Heat and Light. 


A lieutenant commander, on duty as executive officer 
of a vessel arriving at the navy yard at Olongapo, P.I., 
had turned. over to him for use of his family public quar- 
ters not at that time occupied. As he was not “attached 
to the station and therefore ndt entitled to allowance of 
heat and light in kind,’’ according to the statement of the 
officer presenting the request for a decision, he was not 
furnished heat and light by the Government but paid 
for it himself. ‘The officer made a claim for commuta- 
tion for heat and light under the Act of April 16, 1918, 
for the quarters occupied by his family. In the course 
of his deeision the Comptroller says: “I am of the opin- 
ion that the Act of April 16 contemplates that when 
an officer is furnished with quarters in kind, such 
quarters shall be heated and lighted at the expense of 
the United States, or in case it is impracticable 
for the United States to furnish such quarters with the 
necessary heat and light in kind, to reimburse. the offi- 
cer for the commuted value of the authorized allowance 
of heat and light for the quarters so occupied.” In con- 
elusion the Comptroller says “that if the heat and light 
actually necessary for the public quarters in question 
(during the time they were occupied by his dependents) 
was supplied hy the United States and erroneously 
charged to and paid for by the officer, it was furnished 
at the expense of the United States . . . and he is 
entitled to reimbursement only for such. amount as he 
may have paid to the United States therefor. If, on 
the other hand, the heat and light in question was not 
furnished either directly or indirectly by the United 
States then . . . he is entitled to the commuted 
value of the heat and light authorized for the number of 
rooms actually ogcupied (by dependents) but not to ex- 
ceed the amount authorized for the number of rooms 
they were entitled to occupy by virtue of his rank.” 


Mileage Payment Out of Property Sale. 

In connection with the gale of surplus property in the 
War Department, the Secretary of War has submitted 
to'the Comptroller for decision the following three ques- 
tions: (a) Is there any authority under the decision 
ef the Comptroller, dated Mareh 27, 1919, or otherwise, 
for payment of mileage of officers traveling in connection 
with a sale or sales of war supplies out of the proceeds of 
the specific sale or out of the proceeds of sales generally? 
‘(b) If the mileage of officers traveling on duty solely in 
connection with sales of war supplies is paid primarily 
from the special mileage appropriations of a ar 
bureau, is there authority to reimburse said m ea 
propriation of such bureau from the proceeds of the 
particular sale or of sales in general for the amounts 
so paid? (c) Is there authority for the of 
War to pay mileage of officers in connection with sales 
out of the fund for the contingencies of the Army, either 
with or without reimbursement from the of a 

sale or of sales in general?” Jn answering 
these questions the Comptroller states that “the 
po ony Ng Fae Fn 
app: ‘or as f 
appropriation require that unlese ‘pealle statutory ex- 
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eeption therefrom has been made that mileage shall be 
charged against said appropriation. The charge against 
the proceeds from sales of war supplies, either from a 
specific sale or from the proceeds of sales generally would 
not be authorized. The appropriation for ‘Contingencies 
vf the Army’ . is subject to the same limita- 
tions, and there would be no authority to charge the 
mileage against that appropriation.” 
Texas City Hurricane Claim Allowed. 

The application of Col. James A. Mars, U.S.A., for a 
revision of the action of the Auditor in disallowing his 
claim for the value of his personal property lost in the 
hurricane and flood at Texas City, Aug. 16-17, 1915, 
has been allowed by the Comptroller, the amount of 
Colonel Mars’s claim being $400.95. At the time of the 
storm Colonel Mars was on duty as first lieutenant serv- 
ing as regimental adjutant, 6th Cavalry. 
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COMMUTATION OF HEAT AND LIGHT. 


The Auditor of the War Department has submitted a 
decision construing the act of April 18, 1918, with re- 
spect to the payment of commutation of heat and light 
for dependents where an officer of the Army was on,duty 
without the territorial jurisdiction of the United States 


and was under a commutation status under the act of 
March 2, 1907, by reason of his assignment abroad. 
Such difficulties as are experienced in computing the 
commuted value of heat and light result from the limi- 
tation contained in the act of March 2, 1907, that “‘heat 
and light actually necessary for the authorized allow- 
ance of quarters for officers and enlisted men shall be 
furnished at the expense of the United States.” The 
Comptroller, reviewing the decision, quotes the’ rate 
of commutation for the different number of rooms con- 
tained in Paragraph 1036, A.R., 1913, as changed by C. 
A.R. 81, effective Oct. 1, 1918, and then states: 

“In a decision of this office of Sept. 9, 1919, case of 
a major, it was held, ‘that the major is entitled to com- 
mutation of heat and light for one room at Tours, 
France, from Oct. 9,°1918, to July 12, 1919, and com- 
mutation of heat and light.for four rooms for his de- 
pendents in Washiagton during the same period, they 
having occupied more than that number’.” Continuing 
he shows that the Auditor’s decision is to the effect that 
an officer entitled to the benefits of the act of April 18, 
1918, having occupied one Foom in France is entitled 
to commutation of heat and’ light according to the zone 
in which he was stationed in France for the first room, 
and in addition for the number of rooms and at the rates 
shown in the table, inclusive of the first room, actually 
occupied .by his family up to his allowance. To illus- 
trate: A major who was stationed in Zone 2 in France 
and who received commutation of heat and light for one 
room amounting to $10.05, and whose family occupied 
four rooms in Zone 1 in the United States would be en- 
titled to $27.15 as commutation of heat and light for 
the reoms occupied by his family, a total for heat and 
light for five rooms of $37.20. ‘The allowance for five 
reoms in Zone 1 is but $31.25. This would double the 
increased heat allowance for the first room and it has 
been held that the act of April 16, 1918, does not con- 
template double allowances. 

The proper construction would seem to be that as the 
officer under the act of April 16 is entitled te commuta- 
tion but once he should be allowed the number of rooms 
authorized for his grade-up te the number actually ec- 
ecupied by himself in France and by his family in the 
United States in the zone in which his family or depend- 
ents reside, from which should be deducted the value in 
that zene of the first room, as he had received the in- 
creased allowance for the first room in France. Apply- 
ing this method in the example given above, the officer 
would be entitled to $31.25 and the value of the first 
room being $10.55, he would be paid $20.70. Under 
this procedure the officer is allowed for his, dependents 
heat and light for the number of rooms actually occu- 
pied by them up to the number authorized for his grade, 
less the number he may have occupied in France, and for 
which’ he has been paid the commuted value of heat and 
light. This seems.to be the intent of the act of April 
16, 1918. The Auditor’s decision is therefore modified 
accordingly.

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BODIES OF U.S. AIRMEN RECOVERED. 
The U.S. destroyer Aaron Ward arrived at San Diego 
from Bahia Los Angeles, Lower California, on-Oct. 26 
with the bodies of.Lieuts. Cecil H. Connolly and Fred- 





erick B. Waterhouse, Air Ser., U.S.A., who had been _ 


missing since.Aug. 21, when they left San Diego to 
patrol the Mexican border. According to Major R. 8. 
Bratten, U.S.A., head of the military party sent on the 
Aaron Ward to recover the bodies of the murdered offi- 
cers, which were found buried on the beach at Bahia 
Los Angeles, on Oct: 6 by Capt. Jack Ross, of the 
American schooner Trojan, the officers were murdered 
by fishermen of the Mexican schooner Esperanza, who 
at last accounts had not been captured, although Mexi- 
ean troops are searching for them. When the Aaron 
Ward party landed at Bahia Los Angeles: it was seen 
that the bodies had been disturbed, the skulls being under 
some brush about ten feet from the bodies. The com- 
plete bodies were placed in coffins and an inquiry started. 

It was found the airmen had landed with their ma- 
chine on the beach on Sept. 6, twenty miles from where 
the bodies were discovered. A perfect landing had been 
made. Messages’ scratched by the officers were found 
on the fuselage of the machine, the first message having 


-been made fiverdays after they landed. In this they told 


how they had lost their way, had tried unsuccessfully to 
signal a passing boat, of their lack of success in fishing 
and of their growing huager, which was constantly mak- 
ing them weaker. On the last night of their vigil by 
the machine they scratched pathetic farewell messages 
to their mothers.. Another message said that they had 
run into @ rainstorm while flying and lost their sense of 
direction. ‘They remained in the air four hours and five 
minutes before deciding to descend. When they sighted 
the Gulf of California they thought they were flying up 
the coast instead of southward along the east coast of 
the gulf. Major Theodore Macaulay, Air Ser., U.S.A., 
who was one of those who made flights in search of the 
missing airmen, was at one time within sixty miles of 
where they were, guarding their machine. 

On Sept. 6 they were picked up by the fishermen of 
the Esperanza and rowed to Bahia Los Angeles. Major

Governor Cantu has jurisdiction. Because-of his friend- - 

ship for Americans it is thought that the chances of 
arresting the murderers and bringing them to justice is 
better than if the crime had been committed elsewhere in

When the Aaron Ward arrived at San Diego relatives 
of the dead officers were waiting on the dock. Full mili- 
tary honors were accorded as the caskets were brought 
ashore, Lieutenant Caos was buried at Point Loma, 
San Diego, on Oct. 28, while the body of Lieutenant 
Waterhouse was sent to his late home at Weiser, Idaho, 
for burial. Major Bratton made a report of the ease to 
the comm..nding officer at San Diego, who t 
the facts to the War Department.

“I do not believe the Army has a right to throw itself 
on the benevolence of the country, and allow others to 
appeal for funds to do for the soldiers things which the 
Government itself ought to do. None of the welfare 
agencies can continue this work unless subscriptions are 
made in response to appeals to enable them to do for 
the soldiers things which by necessary inference the 
Government is not doing. This, I think, is ge the 
Army in the wrong light before the people of the coun- 
try. It is a proper function for the Government’ itself 
to perform, and if the Congress were to decline to make 
appropriations for this purpose public sentiment would 
require it to resume and would resent the matter being 
left to the casual benevolence of persons appealed to by 
semi-private agencies, The whole recreational and social 
activity of the camp must integrate with the military 
and educational training which is a part of the program. 

“The final argument is this: The new Army is to be 
an Army in which the relations between the men and - 
the officers are-to be upon a broad and high democratic 
plane. The officer of the new Army must be a man who 
is able to get efficiency from a military point of view out 
of his command, but he must get out of himself, in addi- 
tion to that, a human quality which can only be born of 
an interest in the actual welfare of the men und;r him. 
For that reason, a part of the Army plan which officers 
will be required to know and work with ought to interest 
itself with the leisure hour occupations of the~ soldier. 
By thus supervising and participating in the recrea- 
tional and soéial opportunities of the’ soldier the officer 
will lose none of his dignity and none of his influence, 
but will gain a very great degree of the affectionate re- 
gard and respect which are essential to a sound rela- 
tionship between the officers and the ranks. 

“So far as the religious aspects of this question are 
concerned I, of course, speak with great hesitancy. I 
realize that the welfare agencies have i a certain 
sense abated sectarian differences.-without surrendering 
the cardinal beliefs upon which their associations are 
ordinarily formed, and yet I am persuaded that_the 
true place for religious effort in the Army is from the 
chaplain down, and that it is a mistake to have the 
chaplain regarded as merely the exponent of formal re- 
ligious activities, while the informal religious impulses 


are carried on by conflicting agencies, only tally 
religious in their activity and ha another function 
as the basis of their work among soldiers. If the 


chaplain is made responsible for all of the religious ac- 
tivities in the camp, and chaplains be selected with a 
view to their breadth and tolerance of opinion and view, 
they will invite casual representatives of other denomi- 
nations to minister whenever special need exists, and 
this, of course, will obviate conflict while it will supply 
abundant opportunity fer individual choice in the matter 
of religious affiliation.”

The conferees on the bill H.R. 9782, for the exclu- 
sion of certain classes ef aliens, reported agreement 
on Oct. 2 As amended the agreemen’ fixes Mare “h 
4, 1921. as the date when the law shall cease to be oper 
ative. The House proposal provided that it should con- 
tinue in force for a period of one year after the date 
when the Act of May 22, 1918, entitled “An act to pre- 
vent in time of war departure from and entry into the 
United States contrary to the public safety,” should 
cease to be operative. The Senate preposal would have 
made the law permanent 

Favorable repert has been made in the House on 
H.J. Res. 78, authorizing the giving of credit for ser- 
vice in the junior and senior divixieus of the Reserve 
Officers’ Training Corps, in the interpretation and exe 
cation of section 42 of the National Defense Act, and of 
section 50 of said act as amended Sept. 8, 1916. 

As amended and reported in the House on Oct. 25, 
H.J. Res. 222 would authorize the Secretary of War to 
sell at public or private sale, under such rules and reg- 
ulations as he may prescribe, all dental supplies in ex- 
cess of the reeds of the Government, preferentially to 
persons who served in the Army of the United States 
during the recent war and who are at the time of such 
sale licensed to practice dentistry. 

Immediate sale at auction of all surplus Army motor 
equipment, except 22.195 trucks allocated to the states 
for road work, would be asked of the War Department 
in a resolution introduced by Representative Beavis 
(Neb.), chairman of a war investigating committee. 
Thousands of passenger automobiles and a large number 
of trucks are incluced in the equipment the War De 
partment would be asked to sell. 

The Sceretary of the Navy transm‘ts a tentative draft 
of a bill to promote the efficiency of the U.S. Navy, oy 
extending sections 12 and 13 of the selective-draft act 
approved May 18, 1917, as amended, after the present 
war with the German government bas been officially 
ended.

at all posts, camps and stations within the con.inental limits 
of the United States will be taken over by, and become the re- 
sponsibility of the Army, Nev.

Men.—Men of little or no experience, 
ability, will be employed on the basis of a second lieutenant’s 
pay Men who have demonstrated their ability, but need further 
training to make them expert, will be employed on the basis 
of a first lieutenant’s pay: Men who are expert in their work 
will be employed on the basis of a captain's pay. Two or 
hree men who, having extraordinary qualifications, will be 
employed on the basis of a major's pay. 

If quarters are available, and it is possible for post. camp 
or station commanders to give employees quarters on the reser 
vation, this will be done, otherwise they will receive commuta- 
‘ion for quarters, light and heat in accordance with amount 
given to officers of corresponding pay. 

Worsen.—Women of little experience, but who give promise 
of future ability, will be employed at the rate of $1,200 per year 
with an allowance, if commuted, of quarters, heat and light, 
equal to that of a second lieutenant. 

Women with some experience will be employed at the rate 
of $1,300 per year, with an allowance, if commuted, of quar 
ters, heat and light equal to that of a first lieutenant. 

Women with exceptiona) ability will be employed at the rate

of $1,400 per year, with an allowance, if commuted, of quar- 
ters, heat and light equal to that of a captain 
Comparatively few women of extraordinary ability will be 


hired at the rate of $1,500 per annum, and an allowance of 
quarters, heat and light, if commuted, equal to that of a major. 

It is particularly desired that the women personnel be quar- 
tered at the various hostess houses or in such other quarters 
as are available in the camp or a. Whether or not this is 
possible rests with commanding officers. 

Civilian representatives working within each post, camp or 
station will be employed by the War Department, upon the 
recommendation of the post, camp or station commanders. Ap-

PRECAUTIONS AGAINST RESPIRATORY DISEASES. 

Medical officers at all Army camps, posts and hospitals 
have been directed by the Surgeon General to exercise 
certain precautions for the prevention of the develop- 
ment and spread of respiratory diseases. With the onset 
of cool weather it is to be expected that the occurrence 
of these diseases will increase. All of the well-known 
precautions for preventing these diseases should be in- 
stituted by medical officers and consistently enforced 
When cases occur an intensive study is to be made with 
a view to locating the origin of the infection and limiting 
the development of future cases. All cases of measles 
and influenza, however mild, will be early and carefully 
treated in bed and kept free from chilling. It is be- 
lieved that this will greatly decrease the danger of pneu- 
monia complication. Patients suffering with measles and 
influenza will be retained on sick report and in the hos- 
pital or in well-warmed barracks for at least ten days 
after the temperature has become normal. Medical offi- 
cers have also been impressed with the necessity of con- 
sidering all types of pneumonia as contagious and of 
handling them accordingly and of segregating post- 








measles and post-influenza pneumonias from primary 
lobar pneumonias. To keep check on compliance with 
these regulations, the Surgeon General has directed medi- 
cal officers to report to him regarding measures taken to 
carry out the above instructions and thereafter to re- 
port monthly. f
